Gen. Flagler Pays 8500 for His 
Daughter's Negro-Killing. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—{Special.]— 
There was a singular outcome today to the 
case Of Miss Elizabeth M. Flagler, daughter 
of Gen. D. W. Flagler of the regular army, 
who shot and killed Ernest Green, a small 
colored boy, last August. The penalty is 
imprisonment and a fine not exceeding $1,000. 
It has been charged all-along by the colored 
people that the social influence of the ac- 
cused young woman had been and would be 
exerted to secure her immunity from pun- 
ishment. These charges seem to have been 
based upon facts. 

Judge Cox made an order late yesterday 
evening that court should be opened this 
morning half an hour before the usual time. 

Miss Flagler and her father, Gen. Flagler, 
with a few friends were on hand promptly. 


She entered-a plea of guilty and Judge Cox, 


with the consent of District Attorney Birney, 


at once sentenced her to pay a fine of $500 


and to serve a sentence of three hours in jail. 
Gen. Flagler had the exact sum of money 
ready. A carriage was called ‘and Miss 
rlagler was conveyed at once to the district 
jail. No one was present in court except the 
officials and a few newspaper men. 

Hier imprisonment was not a particularly 
burdensome one. She was accompanied by 
her father and a kinswoman, although a 
Deputy Marshal rode in the carriage. Miss 
Flagler chatted pleasantly with her com- 
panions, jumped out unassisted, and was 
received by the Warden, who had been 
rrotified to be on hand in persen. He wel- 
comed the party exactly as if they had been 
ordinary visitors to the jail, and the details 
of her formal commitment were gone 
through with considerable laughter, the 
whole thing being taken asan excellent jest. 

Miss Flagler spent her three hours of al- 
leged imprisonment in the room of the 
matron, 

The ladies did not consider it necessary to 
remove their bonnets, as the stay was to be 
such a short one, and declined to partake 
of the ordinary prison luncheon, but, instead, 
telephoned home that she would be back at 
the family table at 1:30 o'clock. While his 
daughter was nominally in charge of the 
officials of the jail Gen. Flagler spent his 
time in-the warden’s office smoking a cigur 
and exchahging army reminiscences. It 
was just 12:32 p. m. when Warden Leonard 
ran lightly up the stairs to the matron’s 


room and informed Miss Flagler that she 
was once more a free woman and that the 


crime of killing Ernest Green, to which she 
had pleaded guilty, had been expiated by the 
payment of $500 fine and the three pleasant 
hours which she had spent in the jail with- 
out taking off her bonnet. 

Miss Flagler did not leave the jail as soon 
as her sentence was up, because her car- 
riage had not arrived. After a wait of ten 
minutes a borrowed vehicle was ‘made use 
of, but the family carriage was met, a trans- 
fer made, and a merry luncheon at the Flag- 
ler residence followed.

DESPERATE RAIDS ON TWO BANKS.

One Cashier Is Killed and Three Other 
Persons Wounded. 

Wichita Falls, Tex., Feb. 25.~—Two robbers 
entered the City National Bank this after- 
nocon and demunded the money of Cashier 
Dorsey, who resisted them. 

Shooting began, resulting in the death of 
Cashier Frank Dorsey and the wounding of 
sooKkkKeeper P. F. Langford. Langford’s 
wounds are not serious, being slight flesh 
wounds, 

The robbers secured only a few hundred 
dollars in silver. They then mounted their 
‘horses and made a run for their lives’ Ry 
this time many of the citizens had armed 
themselves and a battle took place. The 
horse of one of the robbers was shot from 
under him and it is believed the robber was 
wounded. He mounted behind his partner 
and one mile from town met a farmer ina 
buggy. They took his horse and made a 
break for the hills. 

In the meantime the citizens had secured 
horses to overtake them. Capt. MeDonald 
and his rangers came in on a train and took 
the trail at once. 

The robbers are corraled in a large thicket 
in the middle of a pasture, nine miles from 
town. The thicket is surrounded by twenty- 
five or thirty determined men, who are fully 
armed, and escape Ws almost impossible. 
They have sent in for twenty-five additional 
men, and these have just started.

Then the advertisers began painting and 
cutting the virtues of their wares in the 
pavement, and the ptiblic became. stiff- 
necked in its endeavors to keep its eyes 
fastened on the top of the Masonic Temple 
or some other tall building. A man may 
give a snort of disgust and jerk his head 
away when he finds he is reading an ac- 
count of how Muggins’ cough mixture 
saved others, and might possibly save him. 
That is, if the advertisement is pasted on 
a billboard. 

But if it is pasted over his head, and there 
is a keen, sharp razor slowly converging 
on his Adam's apple, he will not give any 
large-sized snort of disgust; or turn his 
head away. He will lie right nice and still, 
and look that sign full in the face, and read 
every word through, from the ‘ Stop!” at 
the head of the placard down through the 
long, painful recital of how William Sprig- 
gins was confined to his bed six years, but 
after taking two bottles of Muggins’ Sirup 
arose and walked ten miles.

Another danger from the new scheme lies 
in the fact the imagination will be so wrought 
up by having the words of the advertisement 
strongly impressed on the mind that disease 
may be induced by suggestion. The sign 


man who reads it upwards of 3,000 times 
every other day, or 50,000 times a month, 
will begin to wonder what it is. And, while 
at first he wouldn’t know pythisis from 
structural phanerograms if he met them 
both in broad daylight, he would get to 
“ stopping ’’ so much and brooding over 
“ Have I phthisis?’”’ the last stages of the 
disease would soon develop in his system. 
The only redeeming feature of the scheme 
lies in its adoption by the clergymen who 
have begun advertising. A few signs of

HUSBAND AND WIFE DIE TOGETHER, 
Found Dead at Madison, Wis., and a 
Note Shows It Was Suicide. 
Madison, ‘Wis., Feb. 25.—[(Spectal.j—A. W. 
Patterson shot his wife, Hattie, at midnight 
and then shot himeself. Mr. Patterson died 
early this morning. Mrs. Patterson was 
still breathing this afternoon, but she can- 

not live. 

According to all the evidence the act was 
intentional on the part of both husband and 
wife.

Robbers Ransack the Place During the 
Early Evening. 


EVIDENTLY LEAVE IN A HURRY, 


Burglars robbed the flat of#A. H. Baldwin, 
No: 4148 Grand boulevard, last Sunday even- 
ing during the absence of the family. They 
got $2,500 worth of jewelry, silverware, and 
garments, mostly the property of Mrs. Maria 
McCreery, Mr. Baldwin's sister and house- 
keeper. Mr. Baldwin is a broker on the 
Stock Exchange. ‘ :

Three strings coral beads with earrings to 
match, onyx sleeve-buttons, chain, neck- 
lace with diamonds, and other jewelry.....

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Mrs. McCreery went out to tea on Sunday 
evening at a friend’s. Soon afterward— 
about 5:30—-Mr. Baldwin went out and the 
maid absented herself a quarter of an hour 
later. Everything was then as neat as an 
ideal housekeeper could keep it. 

Just when the thieves made their call Is 
not known, but when Mrs. McCreery and 
her brother arrived home, almost simulta- 
neously at 10:30, they found the house 
looted—Mrs. McCreery said, ‘‘ desecrated.” 
The burglars left their cards In the form of 
“jimmy” marks on the front door. 


General Havoc. 


The house wasinaturmoil. Every drawer 
had been opened and the contents thrown 
on the floor. It was evident the thieves 
were after money or bonds, and not finding 
what they expected had decided to take 
mandolins, bric-A-brac, and various orna- 
ments. Then evidently the men—it is 
thought there were three of them—went into 
the spare bedroom and on prying open the 
door of a closet which was locked came upon 
the chest of silverware. Then the bric-a-brac 
feature of the raid was abandoned and the 
thieves filled their sacks with the articles 
enumerated above. 

Mr. Baldwin lost but one article, an over- 
coat. And thereby hangs an incident of the 
search for lost articles. Mrs. McCreery in- 
sisted on looking under the sofas, the 
window seats, and the beds, or rather she 
insisted George A. Wood, who accompanied 
her home from the tea, should. Mr. Wood 
got down on his knees, caught sight of a 
coat, and cried: 

‘* Here is a man.” i 

The man was pulled out with a stick and 
proved to be the cast-off garment of one of 
the burglars. This had been doffed when 
Mr. Baldwin’s coat was appropriated. It 
is the only clew the police have to the per- 
petrators of the crime. 

Experts, as Usual. 

After inspecting the confusion for a time 
Mr. Baldwin hurried over to report the rob- 
bery to Capt. Hunt of the Hyde Park Station 
and a policeman and five detectives were 
soon on the spot. It was declared the work 
was that of experts. 

The door had been opened by prying off the 
molding so as to permit the insertion of a 
knife to spring the lock. The discovery of 
the silverware chest in all probability turned 
the thieves from their original intent. The 
haul, however, was a rich one. In Mr. Bald- 
win’s room were diamond studs that were 
exposed to view, but which were overlooked, 

Mrs. McCreery was seen last night. She 
called timidedly through the door when the 
bell was rung and on being assured it was not 
the robbers coming back again unchained 
the door. 

**I was’ afraid to stay with the door as it 
was,” she explained, ‘‘ so I set the Collie at 
liberty, screwed these hooks in the woode- 
work, and chained the door as well as I could, 
1 don’t know what will become of the dog, 
but | meant the door should be tied up.”’ 


Wardrobe Depleted.

Wiican: Feb. 25.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal,J—A bloody fight was 
reported near Marianoa. The affair took 
place on Saturday. Yesterday, to investi- 
gate the extraordinary story told of it, 
Charles Michelson, with Betancourt, his in- 
terpreter, and a kodak, wert to Marianoa. 
They desired to proceed, but were refused, 

Charles Michelson and Betancourt were 
arrested about 2 this morning by four police- 
men and two officers, the former in his room 
at the Hotel Inglaterra. His papers were 
examined and in part taken from him, His 
papers probably revealed the fact that he 
was a hard-working correspondent. 

I was with Michelson until 12 o’clock and 
knew he did not pass the lines as charged. 
He returned to Havana at 4 o’clock, Sever- 
al persons about the hotel were aroused by 
the activity of the police, but I did not hear 
of his arrest until this morning. 

Several rumors have been started, and one 
that seems improbable was given out offi- 
cially to the effect that Michelson had as- 
saulted one of the civil guards, Another, 
egually impossible, is that Michelson caused 
the rebel cavalry to parade before him while 
he photographed them. 

What Weyler Said. 

I called at 5 o’clock this afternoon with 

Consul-General Williams upon the Captain- 
‘General, and Gen. Williams set forth the 
Michelson and Betancourt case. Weyler re- 
sponded that he should be glad if the repre- 
sentation that had been made should not 
turn out to be true. The charge against 
Michelson was that he had communicated 
with the insurgents and it was made by mili- 
tary officers. 


Charge Was Incorrect. 
I assured the Captain-General that the 


& charge was incorrect and that Michelson and 
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the interpreter did not go beyond Ma- 
rianao. Gen. Williams urged the immediate 
release of the prisoners, mentioning that I 
had engaged to sail on Thursday, and hoped 
they would not be detained. The Captain- 
‘General said an immediate investigation 
would be ordered, and if the captives were 
innocent they should be released by Thurs- 


day. ‘ 

That the Captain-General regarded the 
case as serious was evident. Under official 
forms it seems impossible to act promptly. 
An order for the investigation tomorrow was 
no doubt a great concession. 

Gen. Weyler was asked whether he had 
investigated Saturday’s affair on the Punta 
Brava. The Captain-General answered 
there had been people killed there with arms 
in their hands. 

There is news from Matanzas that small 
bodies of rebels are active near that city, 
and it seems the eastern movement of their 


‘forces results only in scattering them so 


that they threaten many places, and thus 
divert the regular troops from heavy opera- 
tions. The ordering of the people to concen- 
trate in towns was meant to prepare for 
this method of warfare. 

The strong solicitude for United States 
hews is not largely gratified here.

Killing in the Town.

Main Body of Insurgent Troops Keeps 
Clear of a Battle.

Havana, Cuba, Feb. 25.—[(Copyrighted, 
1896, by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.J—No news has been received 
of any fresh encounters with the main 
bodies of the commands of Gomez and 
Maceo. The Commandant at San José re- 
ports after the last engagements around the 
Morales sugar estate the rebels abandoned 
over the field 150 horses, and Maceo was 
wounded in the arm at an engagement on 
El Gato sugar estate. One rebel was killed 
there, in whose pocket was found a note 
which read as follows: ‘“ Carrillo: Send me 
salt; have none. Gomez.”’ 

Col. Cavestany, who is operating at Hoyo 
Colorado, reports that he found the body 
of a man who was hanged by order of the 
rebel chief Mora. 

Reports of musketry were heard last night 
in the direction of Bainoa Town on the 
Matanzas division of the United railway. 
Troops have been sent there from Havana 
and Jaruco. 

A new military hospital, containing 100 
beds, is shortly to be established at Palma 
Soriao, a town near Santiago de Cuba. 

Referring to the circular issued a short 
time ago by the Governor of Matanzas, ad- 
dressed to the planters of that province, re- 
garding the starting of sugar mills about 
the middle of March, the wording of which 
was somewhat vague, but the meaning of 
which was wired to the World at the time, 
the Diario says editorially:

CUBAN LEADERS HELD- 


GARCIA, BRABAZON, HUGHES, AND 


GUERRA TO BE TRIED. 


Capture of the Filibustering Expedi- 
tion Which Set Sail on the Bermuda 
Causes Gloom in Patriot Circles 
Principals Are Federal Prisoners 
and Fine or Imprisonment or Both 
Stare Them in the Face—Severest 
Blow the Cause Has Received. 


New York, Feb. 25.—[{Special.]—Cuban 
sympathizers in New York were cast in deep- 
est gloom this morning when they awoke 
to learn the most ambitious filibustering 
project which had been set on foot in this 
country since the outbreak of the war had 
been frustrated by the vigilance of. United 
States Federal officers and Spanish spies, 
and that the powerful steamship Bermuda, 
together with 158 men, $4,000 in silver, and 
stqeres of ammunition and arms had fallen 
into the hands of the law. 

An even more severe setback for the 
friends of Cuban liberty was the intelligence 
that their idol, Gen. Calixto Garcia, the 
stanchest friend of Cuba in America, had 
een made a Federal prisoner and stood in 
the shadow of imprisonment for three years 
and a fine of $3,000, 

A feeling instantly gained ground that tho 
cause of Cuban independence had received 
its most disastrous blow, and, too, in a 
land where the majority of the people were 
its supporters. But most of the Cubans ac- 
cepted their fate with resignation. They 
knew that the neutrality laws with Spain 
were being violated and they recognized that 
the Federal authorities were powerless to 
follow the dictates of their preferences rather 
than their duty. 

These same Cubans who wept when they 
first read the story of the Bermuda seizure 
scowled darkly with anger and indignation 
when they realized that the bad work of the 
night was sure to be the work of Spanish 
spies whom they had thought loyal, At the 
same time in the Federal building down- 
town where the prisoners were being held, 
daggers were drawn on a supposed spy and 
his life was only saved by the intervention 
of cooler heads. 

Hastened to Their Friends. 


@® At an early hour the Cubans hastened to 


the Federal Building, where sixty-nine of 
the filibusters were placed last night under 
guard. They were not allowed to communi- 
cate with the prisoners, so they contented 
themselves with tarrying in the corridors. 

They were forced, however, to contemplate 
two great misfortunes, the loss of the 
Hawkins and the capture of the Bermuda, 
The last meant to them the absolute loss 
ot $100,000 and at a time when it would 
do the greatest good. 

It was decided during the afternoon 
that only four of the captured leaders should 
be held by the government. These were 
Cen. Garcia, Capt. Brabazon, commander 
of the Bermuda, Capt. Hughes of Philadel- 
phia, and Almanzor Guerra, Treasurer of the 
Cuban Revolutionary Junta. They were 
placed in a strong room behind bars. Later 
they were brought before Commissioner 
Shields. 

Gen. Garcia looked dejected and refused 
to be interviewed, and the others followed 
his example. The prisoners were all taken 
betore Commissioner Shields at 8 o'clock. 
Garcia was the first to come in.

HORSA FILIBUSTERS PUT ON TRIAL. 


Jury Cautioned Against Permitting 
Patriotic Considerations to Govern. 
Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 25.—Capt. J. H. 8S. 

Wiborg of the Danish steamship Horsa and 
his mates, James P. Peterson and Hans 
Johansen, were put on trial in the United 
States District Court this afternoon, charged 
with carrying men and munitions of war to 
the Cuban insurgents. United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Ingham, in opening the gov- 
ernment’s case, related the details of the 
story and cautioned the jury lest they per- 
mit patriotic sentiment to sway them. 

Capt. W. W. Kerr represents the defend- 
ants. The first witness was Arthur B. Has- 
lett, an American seaman, who resides in 
Grookiyn. He testified to having seen the 
arms and men taken ae the Horsa off

whose testimony varied slightly from pre- 
vious statements made before the United 
States Commissioner. Olsen testified: ‘“* The 
Horsa left Philadelphia on Saturday even- 
ing, Nov. 9, at half past 6 o’clock, presuma- 
bly to go to Port San Antonio, She carried 
two small boats more than her usual com- 
plement. The Horsa was anchored fully 
two hours off Barnegat. There were a num- 
ber of boxes and thirty-eight men trans- 
ferred from the lighter to the Horsa. The 
boxes were of different sizes. The large 
ones were broken on the trip and small ones 
taken outofthem. They contained guns and 
swords, which were given to the strange 
men.’”’ 

Olsen then narrated how the name of the 
vessel had been painted off the side of the 
steamer and a new coat of paint put on the 
smokestack, 

On cross-examination he admitted that it 
was usual for ships’ funnels to be painted 
quite frequently. In further answering 
Capt. Ker Olsen said: ‘‘ There was a small 
cannon on board with which the men prac- 
ticed. IT am now living up in Richmond. 
My board is being paid by the Spanish Gov- 
ernment, I believe, When T was a fireman 
I got $25 a month. I get $60 now from the 
Spanish Government.” 

Oscar Swinsen corroborated the other wit- 
nesses about taking on board men and arms.

SENATOR GRAY APPROVES RIGHTS. 


Would Have Congress Resolve in Fa- 
vor of Cuban Belligerency. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—[(Special.]J— 
Cuba’s cause received a decided impetus to- 
day in the course of a few minutes of debate 
in the Senate. After Mr. Morgan had fin- 
ished his long address Senator Gray of Dela- 
ware made a speech which was by far the 
most significant thing yet heard in Congress 
in behalf of Cuba. The Delaware Senator is 
by nature an exceedingly conservative man, 
and during the unpopular Hawaiian policy 
of the administration he stuck close to Presi- 
dent Cleveland. When the Venezuelan ques- 
tion came up Senator Gray was evidently 
shocked by the vigorous foreign policy in- 
augurated by Secretary Olney, and it was 
with difficulty that he refrained from at- 
tacking it openly. 

In almost every case he had stood stolidly 
against any interference by the United 
States with the affairs of foreign nations. 
His close relations with President Cleveland 
and tne administration generally are well 
understood, and, next to Senator Vilas, his 
remarks at any time on the question of na- 
tional policy can be taken as best interpret- 
ing the views of the administration. 

Great interest was therefore taken when 
he began his speech on Cuba today. He 
was cautious, but at the same time he did 
not hesitate to say that the atrocities in the 
island of Cuba were of such a character as 
to command the sympathy of all Americans. 
tle even went

President Crespo of Venezuela Makes 
the Point in His Message.

Caracas, Feb, 25.—[{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.]—Pesident Crespo, in 
his message to the Venezuelan Congress, 
said that the government was deeply grate- 
ful to Mr. Cleveland for the position he had 
taken in the boundary dispute. The Presi- 
dent of the United States recognized the 
justice of the Venezuelan claim and in a most 
statesmanlike way tried to settle a difficulty 
whose effects had for some time past been

‘*Great Britain,” said President Crespo,

tion between it and Great Britain decided 
by arbitration. Arbitration was the only 
way of settling the matter. 


TO REGULATE EGYPTIAN SITUATION, 


Turkey to Formulate Definite Propos- 
als to England. 
Constantinople, Feb. 25.—Lord Salisbury 
has sent.a reply to the communication 
which the Sultan instructed Costaki Pasha 
to make to the British Government inviting 
England to regulate the situation in Egypt 
with suzerain power on the basis of guaran- 
tees being given for the security of commu- 
nications between England and India. Lord 
Salisbury in his reply says the Turkish Am- 
bassador’s suggestions are too vague. The 
Sultan has. therefore appointed a commis- 
sion, consisting of the Grand Vizier, Halil 
Rifaat Pasha; the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Tewfik Pasha; and the President of 
the Council of State, Said Pasha, to formu- 

late concrete proposals on the subject. 
Reports have been received here saying 
that fresh massacres have occurred at 
Malatia and seven other points of Armenia. 
The Turkish Government, when questioned 
on the subject, denied that there was any 
truth in the stories told of fresh massacres, 
and asserted that they were creations of the 
imagination of the Armenian agitators.

LONDON CROWD MAKES AN IDOL OF 
THE FALLEN CHIEF. 


Officials Fail to Avert a Noisy Demon- 
stration and There Is a Wild Scene 
When He Is Brought Into Court— 
He Is Greeted Like a Hero—Little 
Evidence of a Trial in the Conduct 
of the People—General News from 
Foreign Lands. 

London, Feb. 25.—It was probably not with- 
out design that the appearance of Dr. Jame- 
son for arraignment in the Bow Street Police 
Court was delayed all through the day. 
There was a disposition to hilarity manifest 
in the locality of the court from an early 
hour, and it was evident that there was a set 
purpose pervading the London masses to give

“That sort of thing might bring the name 
of England into contempt.” 

Wild Scene at the Door. 

Meanwhile a still wilder scene was being 
enacted outside the court-room. The pris- 
oners had been smuggled into the court- 
room so unexpectedly and with such dex- 
terity that the waiting mob was cheated 
out of its opportunity for shouting. But 


they were ready this time. Dr. Jameson's 
appearance outside the building was the 
signal for a wild outburst of cheering, 
throwing of hats in the air, and a tre- 
mendous pressure to get within reach of the 
popular idol. The crowd’s intentions were 
friendly, enthusiastically so, but they 
threatened bodily harm to the object of 
their admiration. Dr. Jameson Was quick- 
ly hemmed in by a surging throng, who ap- 
parently sought to carry him, and he made 
his way throuh them with great difficulty. 
When he finally reached his cab he was hur- 
riedly driven off, without waiting to make 
any sign of acknowledgment of the popular 
greeting.

Champion of Cecil Rhodes.

At the present mo- 
ment the Witlanders own by actual pur- 
chase more than one-half the soil of the 
Transvaal, contribute nine-tenths of the en- 
tire revenue, yet have no share in the gov- 
ernment of their country. It is not to be 
supposed that such a position can last.”’ 

Harris declares unless the grievances are 
redressed the distrust of and discontent 
with England will spread from the Trans- 
vaal throughout the whole of South Africa, 
and the ultimate loss of a valuable tributary 
to the empire will be an almost certain re- 
sult. 

He indignantly repudiates the assertion 
that the late troubles were brought on by 
stocK-jobbing schemes. He speaks highly 
of Jameson's energy, tact, and diplomacy, 
proves by careful statistics the great prog- 
ress made by Rhodesia, and contends that 
not English speculation but German in- 
trigue was at the root of the mischief. By 
concessions to German companies, by un- 
fair rates on railways, by other manipula- 
tions of traffic there is a deliberate attempt 
to divert into German channels the stream 
of commerce which is bound to increase in 
volume every year, and to transfer to Ger- 
man pockets that mighty harvest of wealth 
of which British capital and British enter- 
prise has sown the seed. : 


ALFRED CHIPPERFIELD EXECUTED. 


Man Who Murdered His Wife in a Cab 
Goes to His Doom.

He married her and 
repented of the theft. 

After the wedding he came back to London 
for his father’s forgiveness. He took a cab 
and stopped at every saloon until the wom- 
an’s screams attracted a crowd who found 
both had their throats cut, his slightly. 

There was a great effort made to influence 
the jury by medical testimony to the effect 
that they had attempted suicide.

Fire of unknown origin was discovered in 
the fermenting house cf the United States 
Brewing company, Elston avenue and Snow 
street, early last night, which made a stub- 
born fight of four hours in the interior of 
the building and caused a probable loss of 
$32,000. One man was overcome by smoke 
and may not recover. 


: The Injured. 

Strickler, Chris; an employé, overcome by smoke, 
may not recover; taken to his home, Oakley 
avenue and Berlin street. 

Watchman C. G. Gall discovered smoke 
pouring from the top windows of the fer- 
menting building at 8 o'clock. This struct- 
ure is a four-story brick, 140x100 feet, and is 
on the North Branch of the Chicago River. 
It has few windows and that made it difficult 
to locate the fire. 

Chief Snowdon of the Fourth Battalion 
saw it would be a hard fight and sentina 
4-11 call at 8:20 o'clock, which brought Chief 
Musham. Smoke had then increased to a 
dense column at the southeast corner of the 
building, but the firemen found it impossible 
to reach the seat of the fire. 

The two upper floors are used for cooling 
beer by the ammonia process, and contained 
three compartments” stored with 35,- 
WOO barrels of beer in big wood- 
en tanks. Owing to the smoke the 
firemen could not get into these floors and 
the lack of windows made it difficult to 
throw in water. 

Christopher Strickler. an employé of the 
cooling department, rushed up from the 
fermenting room to the third floor to see 
what was burning and was overconte by 
smoke. John Weisheim, an employé, went 
to the rescue and aided by other workmen 
carried him down to the engine-room. 

When Strickler had recovered his breath 
he grew restless and after a few minutes 
repeated his experiment. Firemen were told 
of his act and went after him. That time 
he was found unconscious in the third floor, 
where smoke was so thick the firemen could 
hardly follow him. 

Strickler was carried to a saloon, where 
the police tried to make him comfortable. 
Dr. Bennett was summoned and found him 
in a dangerous condition. He was taken to 
his home,, corner of Oakley avenue and 
Berlin street. His injury may prove fatal. 

An ice chute leading up to the roof of the 
fermenting-house helped the firemen to get 
their hose into'play. 

Firemen Nearly Suffocated. 

The arrival of the fireboat, the ‘ Fire 
Queen,’ gave timely help, and big holes 
were cut in the roof for flooding the cooling- 
room. This job nearly resulted seriously 
for the firemen. 

Pent-up smokKe rushed out of the first 
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opening in such denseness the men of three 
companies were all but suffocated. Lieut. 
Henry Cullback and Pipemen Ed Jefferson 
and John Brennan used the axes. Other 
members of Company No. 43 were near by 
ready to play the hose. 

Capt. Webber of Company No. 35 and 
Capt. Caspar Charleston, Company No. 
56, were directing their pipemen in cutting 
other holes. 

Suddenly choking clouds of smoke poured 
out of the opening made by Company No, 
43, and the men at work .nearby staggered 
and reeled for breath. Their comrades 
dragged them to the edge of the roof, and 
there for several minutes all had to lie with 
faces downward to get fresh air. 

When the sméke had partly subsided 
streams were played through the holes, and 
after several hours’ soaking put out the 
fire. 

‘‘T estimate the damage to be $15,000 on 
the building, and probably $20,000 on the 
stock,’’ said Rudolph Brand, President of 
the company. 

The insurance was ample, 


FOUNDRY PLANT ABOUT DESTROYED 


Kurtz & Buhrer Estimate Their Loss 
at £100,000, 

The Kurtz & Buhrer Foundry company’s 
plant, Austin avenue, between Oakléy ave- 
nue and Diller street, was almost completely 
Gestroyed by fire last night. The loss was 
estimated at $100,000, of which $25,000 was 
on the buildings and $75,000 on the contents. 
One man was injured. 


The Injured. 
Ginsberg, I. S., saloonkeeper; burned about the 
face and neck. 

The five-story brick building, 75 by 125 
feet, containing the offices, storerooms, and 
machine shops, was destroyed with all its 
contents, as was also the two-story build- 
ing containing the pattern and carpenter 
shops. The only building saved was the 
single story foundry which reached back to 
the Northwestern tracks. 

Watchman Tom Cotter discovered the fire 
at 6:15, and ran to the box at Western and 
Austin avenues, but in his excitement broke 
the key off in the box. It was some time be- 
fore an ax could be found and the box broken 
open. 

In the meantime I. 8S. Ginsberg, a saloon- 
keeper at Western and Grand avenues, had 
called up Company 26 at Lincoln street and 
Grand avenue by telephone, and this com- 
pany, under Marshal Cooke, was the first 
upon the grounds. 

Miss Fannie Halifax, the bookkeeper, 
showed great courage and presence of mind 
and got out all the books and papers safely. 
Miss Halifax was at dinner at her home, No. 
133 North Leavitt street, two blocks away, 
when a neighbor rushed in and told her the 
foundry was on fire. When she reached the 
building she was joined by Policeman Dennis 
Mackey. They entered the office, passed 
the entire length of the shipping room, and 
into the vault. 

The rooms were full of smoke, and they 
could hear the roar of the flames, but Miss 
Halifax retained her presence of mind 
enough to work the proper combination to 
the safe and open it. It took them three 
trips to remove all the books and valuable 
papers. The last time they went in they 
were accompanied by the watchman, George 
Knapp, and Edward Thompson, and the 
flames had by that time burst into the ship- 
ping room.

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EVA BOOTH IN CHARGE. 


NEW COMMISSIONER SUBDUES THE 
REBELLION FORTHWITH. 


Determined Little Woman with a 
Plain Face and Quiet Manner 
Brings Even the Most Truculent of 
Her Opponents to Terms—Balling- 
ton Booth Is Resting After the Tur- 
moil—Other News from the Atlantic 
Metropolis. 


New York, Feb. 25.—{Special.}—The Salva- 
tion Army passed into the charge today of 
Miss Eva Booth, a young woman with a 
plain faceand quiet manner, but indomitable 
force of character. One by one the officers 
who have been Ballington Booth’s frignds 
swore allegiance to her. 

Perhaps her greatest triumph was win- 
ning an officer who made a personal attack 
upon her the previous day. Miss Booth sent 
for him. He appeared with his resignation. 
She refused it. She forgave him, said the 
past would never be recalled, and in five 
minutes had won him over. 


COMMISSIONER BOOTH-TUCKER,

Ballington Booth Resting.

‘‘Instead of Ballington obeying orders 
he sent in his resignation, and, to our sur- 
prise, his letter contained reflections on my 
father. He said that he did not believe that 
father was handling the army right, and 
that the policy was wrong. Such charges 
necessitated investigation. We wanted to 
make peace between my father and Balling- 
ton, and it was to that end that my brother 
Herbert and I came to this country. I 
pleaded with Ballington to go to London 
and lay his complaints before a commission 
of officers, but he refused. 

No Feeling Against Him. 

‘‘ There is no feeling in our family against 
Ballington. He has done a noble work and 
we love him for it, but the good of the army 
is dearer to us than flesh and blood. The

Meeting in Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 45.—The “slum 
and rescue demonstration ’’ at the Academy 
of Music tonight, under the auspices of the 
Salvation Army, was largely attended, but 
in warmth and enthusiasm it was a decided 
failure. Not only was the audience cold and 
indifferent, but the army as well manifested 
little interest. 

Among the rank and file of the army the 
deposed commander and his wife were 
spoken of in the highest terms, but, when 
the name of Col. Alexander Nicol, the spe- 
cial representative in this country of Gen. 
Booth, was mentioned it was greeted usually 
with a smile and a shrug of the shoulders, 
although Col. Nicol was present. Notwith- 
standing this, the many adherents of Bal- 
lington Booth in this city seemed inclined to 
“obey orders,”’ and the impression among 
them is that Commander Pro Tem. Eva 
Booth would be followed as faithfully as her 
brother, and no revolt in the army would 
occur. 

Brigadier Evans of this city, a strong 
adherent of Ballington Booth, did not care 
to discuss the situation. He said his posi- 
tion was a most delicate one, but he felt’ 

“there would be no divisiun in the army. 

The meeting was over by Briga- 
dier and Col. Nicol was introduced. 
His address failed to arouse any usiasm 
and even the familiar “ hallelujah ” of the 
soldiers was seldom heard. He spoke at 


some length of the work of the army and of 
its intention to start ‘* rescue homes.”’ Not 
once was the slightest reference made tothe 
dissensions that are now threatening to dis- 
rupt the organization. 

Brigadier Brown of New York followed 
Col. Nicol, after which an appeal was made 
to the audience for funds to begin a *“* Rescue 
Home.’ The audience responded, but in 
direct contrast to several years ago when 
Commander and Mrs. Booth made a per- 
sonal appeal and were greeted with showers 


,of coins thrown on the stage. 


Among those who accompanied Col. Nicol 
from New York were Brigadier and Mrs. 
Richard Evans, Mrs. Brigadier Perry, Capt. 
Edith Marshall, Ensign March of the 
famous Rowery corps, Ensign Connett, and 
Miss Van Norden, the young woman whose 
father counts his wealth by millions, and 
who left him to join the army. 


Situation in London. 
[SPECIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH.] 

London, Feb. 25.—[(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.]—Under tne caption 
of ** The American Sorrow,’’ in the War 
Cry’s next issue, Bramwell Booth writes 
feelingly on the situation of the Salvation 
Army in New York. He says: “I believe 
every thoughtful man will rejoice that in 
the presence of so great a trial the General 
has had the grace and courage to adhere un- 
fiinchingly, in .a.case affecting a loved mem- 
ber of his own family, tothe principle which 
he has laid down for the guidance of others 
in this matter. Every one will see that it 
would be gravely and tmmediately destruc- 
tive of all confidence in the whole adminis- 
tration of the army if it could appear that 
to be his son was to be privileged, and any 
man could on that account obtain or retain 
more agreeable positions than other men no 
less devoted could attain. All faith in the 
General would be gone, and the army itself 
be destroyed by such a violation of the unl- 
versal sense of justice."’ 

To a reporter today Commissioner Railton, 
one of the cleverest, best educated, and so- 
cially important Salvation Army officers, 
confirms the dispatches from New York to 
the effect that Ballington Booth will leave 
the army quietly without antagonism. “* The 
crisis is practically over,’’ said Commission- 
er Railton. ‘** Ballington Booth will leave 
the army undisturbed, and, of course, every- 
where else the changes are being carried out 
cheerfully, The true army loyalty of Bal- 
lington’s wife will probably continue, and 
they will live and work as private evangel- 
ists in America on a friendly footing with 
the army. 


Are American Citizens. 


“ Their position is this they say: ‘ Weare 
American citizens; we have established our- 
selves in America and can do more good 
there, even if outside of the army, than we 
could in the army anywhere else.’ It is 
wholly wrong to imagine there can be any 
hostile feeling on the part of Commander 
Ballington Booth. The foundation of the 
whole disturbance isthe jealousy that a 
proportion of American soldiery, not large 
enough in number to be styled a minority, 
have of English interference. This party 
in the army has been trying to induce Bal- 
lington Booth to bring about schism, but he 
refused to do so, althougn he will not leave 
America. 

‘ The flame has been fanned by the report 
which was spread about to the.effect that 
Commander Herbert Booth was to._be placed 
in the American command. Herbert Booth 
now has the Canadian army and there js, as 
you know, an even greater feeling against 
Canada in the United States than there is 
against England. The report, -however, is 
unfounded. It is fairly certain that Com- 
missioner Booth-Tucker now traveling with 
the General will be the next leader, but he 
will not, of course, be back for a few weeks 
and Eva Booth will take temporary com- 
mand.,”’ 


ROBBERS DISGUISED AS PLUMBERS. 
They Assault a Pawnbroker and Get 
$5,000 Worth of Goods, 

New York, Feb. 25.—A pawnshop kept by 
Daniel C, Ferguson at Long Island City was 
entered by four robbers today and jewelry 

etolen valued at $5,000. 

The men represented.themselves as plum- 
bers and said they wanted to examine the 
water taps in the store. Ferguson let them 
into the rear of the store and pointed out the 
taps. 

As he did so one of the burglars knocked 
him down with the butt end of a revolver. 
Ferguson was then bound and gagged and 
the robbers proceeded to rifle the safe, which 
was open. They took all of the diamonds, 
watches, and jewelry of value, and left the 
store without attracting any attention from 
the outside.

NEWS FROM WASHINGTON 


JOHN FP. JONES OF NEVADA THE 
IDLER OF THE SENATE, 


Has a Record for Absence and for Do- 
ing Nothing When Present Never 
Equaled in the Upper Chamber of 
the National Legislature—Yet He 
Has Been Re-elected by His Pocket 
Borough—Silver Discussions His 
Only Stimulus to Action. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—[Special.}— 

Senator John P. Jones of Nevada has a curi- 

ous record, which is not perhaps possessed by 

any other member of Congress. For six years 
not a bill or resolution has been received at

the extra session of the Fifty-third Congress, 
in the summer of 1893, he has not spoken in 
the Senate. : 

That Nevada is a pocket borough is a no- 
torious fact, but that one of its Senators had 
so completely neglected his duties was not

ord was made. At the first session of the 
Fifty-first Congress Senator Jones <intro- 
duced two bills. One was to discontinue the 
coinage of the $3 gold pieces and the three- 
cent nickel pieces. It was reported ad- 
versely, and was never heard ofagain. The 
other measure was a bill to grant a pension 
to Louisa Kearney. It was referred to a 
committee and pigeon-holed. Thus it will be 
seen that for three full Congressional terms 
and thus far in the fourth the Nevada Sen- 
ator: has originated not a single law, and 
only these two bills, which died prematurely, 
bear his name. 

During the first session of the Fifty-first 
Congress, in 1890, Mr. Jones spoke twice on 
the tariff, one speech being an able exposi- 
tion of the whole doctrine of protection, 
while the other was on the lead as related 
to the silver industry.

If 
judiciously used we will get through the year 
with the allowance in fairly good shape. 
Nearly two-thirds of the appropriation for 
1895 had been expended when we took hold, 
but this time the funds will be spread evenly 
through the twelve months.” 


Chief Badenoch’s Relief. 


After glancing at the appropriation grant- 
ed him for the coming. year, amounting to 
$3,226,610, Chief Badenoch exclaimed: 

“It is a relief to me to be able to say, as it 
appears at present, there will be no necessi- 
ty of making men take a vacation of thirty 
days without pay this year, as was'‘recom- 
mended at first by the Finance committee. 
I have thought with a good deal of regret of 
the probable necessity of cutting down the 
force by the vacations, and have been figur- 
ing on how to escape this, and yet live witbin 
the appropriation. It will require pretty 
close economy, but as it looks now we will 
not have to lay any of the men off. To do 
this, however, we will have to watch all of 
the corners. When men are ofi on account 
of sickness, or any other reasons, they will 
be docked for the time they are absent from 
their work.’’ 

Chief Swenie said there will be no necessi- 
ty fer any reduction in the force of the Fire 
Department, the reduction, in his estimate, 
being for the additional hose companies and 
apparatus which he regarded as necessary, 
but not indispensable to the service of the 
department.

Now, however, this Ogden 
company comes forward with a prop- 
osition to sell to the government ‘or $5 an 
acre the land-in dispute, upon which is 
located the Town of Saiamanca,:’N. Y., as 
well as the Alleghany and Cattaraugas In- 
dian reservation. When the case was ex- 
plained, however, the House properly struck 
this clause out of the appropriation bill.’

INDIAN APPROPRIATION IS PASSED. 


Secretary of the Treasury Authorized 
to Take and Kill Seal Herds, 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—The House 
today passed the Indian appropriation bill, 
the sixth of the thirteen.general appropri- 
ation bills, and sent it to the Senate. 

The House also passed without debate the 
Dingley bill authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to take and kill the Alaska seal 
herds if a modus vivendi could not be con- 
cluded before the opening of the present 
season for the protection of the seals pend- 
ing negotiations for permanent protection of 
the herds with the countries interested.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—The greater 
part of the time of the meeting of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Finance today was de- 
voted to the consideration of Senator Ba- 
con’s bill to prohibit the further issuance of 
government bonds without the authority of 
Congress, but as there was a tie vote upon it 
final action was postponed.

Millions for Coast Defenses.

The bill was also amended so as to allow 
contracts for the completion of all projects

The Chicago and Northern Pacific rail- 

road is making an effort to regain its hold 
on the property now in the hands of A. Law- 
rence Hopkins, the receiver. Its object is 
to gain control over the foreclosure proceed- 
ings. 

Two years ago the company defaulted in 
the payment of inter its bonds, and 
its property was neon Buss to three re- 
ceivers—Henry E. Howland, Warner Van 
Norden, and Richard P. Morgan. Last April 
the three receivers resigned and A. Law- 
rence Hopkins was made the sole receiver. 

The railroad corporation now comes into 
court and petitions for a modification of the 
order appointing the receivers. Under the 
terms of the mortgage, the petition asserts, 
the trustee of the mortgage could not enter 
sy after six months’ default had been 

ad. 

Because the trustee failed to wait six 
months the court is asked to decree to the 
railroad all rentals collected prior to April 
3, 1894, amounting to nearly $400,000. In 
addition the receiver is charged with having 
taken possession of 3,500 bonds, whose mar- 
ket value is now $1,500,000, the mortgage, it 
is said, not covering the bonds. 

The bondholders’ contention is the rail- 
road corporation is estopped from any re- 
lief by two years of inactivity and acquiles- 
cence to the control by the receivers, and 
they assert the scheme is inspired by the 
Northern Pacific railroad, which was the 
sponsor for the Chicago and Northern Pa- 
cific railroad.

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Dainty Fanny Rice, apparently not an hour 
older than she was ten years ago when in 
‘“‘Nanon” and “‘ Erminie’”’ in W. T. Carle- 
ton’s company she was the idol of California, 
is appearing at the Chicago Opera-House 
this week in the character of an adroit, ac- 
complished, and delightful comedienne. 
Somebody has translated a German folk 
story in dramatic form, flavored it with 
American humor, and called it “ Nancy at 
the French Ball,” and in this adaptation 
Miss Rice has the rdéle of Nancy. 

Nancy is a discontented wife of no long 
standing. Her husband is a very successful 
shoemaker, but even the most successful 
of shoemakers cannot afford to dress his 
family like a millionaire’s; and Nancy there- 
fore believes he can and makes his life a 
burden to him. The principal complaint is 
that Nancy has no silk gown; the complaint 
is daily reduplicated; Patch, the husband, 
is on the point of suicide; Nancy is listening 
to the seductive words of a woman who has 
seen the world: and the happiness of the 
humble home seems doomed. At last Patch 
gives Nancy for her gown’s price the pro- 
ceeds from three pairs of shoes he has just 
completed and sends her out rejoicing to de- 
liver them. First she visits a rich man’s 
house and finds misery there where she 
thought joy was perpetual. Misery instead 
of joy she finds at the heart of a prima donna 
whom the world has crowned and to whom 
an English nobleman is slave. Nojoy, buta 
geal of misery, she finds at the French ball, 
which had loomed in the distance a monu- 
ment of merriment before her eager fancy. 
So, having tested all that glittered and find- 
ing it all base metal not even alloyed with 
gold, she returns to the opening arms of 
Patch and finds content there. 

A simple and obvious little story, this; but 
told with so much delicacy and charm and 
truth and naturalness that it reaches the 
heart-strings and plays upon them a melody 
in minor. Yet it must not be thought that 
the theme is altogether sad, for Nancy’s 
naiveté and prankish ignorance furnish fre- 
quent food for laughter. She is a delicious 
little body, half sunshine, penetrating like a 
random ray the cobwebbed, musty coves of 
life; and half music, dancing like a strain of 
merry concord across the sighing breezes of 
the dull old world. And this .is the more 
wonderful because she has lost the voice 
which once was clear and beautiful, and has 
now only the soft and sibilant memory of it, 
as the memory of the mermaid’s song is 
prisoned and yet gently audible in the tinted 
heart of the shell. But in spite of this sheis 
musical with the higher harmony of feeling; 
she is a sort of molded music, although al- 
most mute—beautifully molded, too, a con- 
noisseur of beauty Would say. 

But there is plenty of music, sung full- 
throated. Alice -Vincent, who is another 
survival of the wreck of the Carleton Opera 
company, and who long served the Western 
eye and ear as a substitute for Lillian Rus- 
sell, has preserved much of her voice and all 
of her,other attractions, and is good to look 
upon in “ Nancy at the French® Ball,” and 
good to hear except when now and then she 
slips into an agonizing flat. The other mem- 
bers of the company should be aggrieved at 
the managerial obtuseness which permitted 
their names to be divulged: all but John Con- 
ley, who is amazingly droll as a negro serv- 
ant. A German specialty performer, whose 
name the management, with equal obtuse- 
ness, has suppressed, contributes largely to 
the sum of pleasure.. Among the specialties 
Miss Rice presents one is particularly enter- 
taining and amusing. In a cabinet she Rp- 
parently attaches her head to the body of a 
doll, and sings, talks, dances, and grimaces 
in a most agreeable manner.

With each successive hearing of the com- 
positions of Mr. E. A. MacDowell there is 
strengthened the desire that he may enter 
the field of operatic writing. His work, apt 
in descriptive expression and bearing the 
impress of vivid imagination, leaves no un- 
certainty in the meaning it is purposed to 
convey. The stamp is undeniably dramatic. 
But in sense of values there is thorough 
self-restraint. 

Last night in the ninth of the Chicago 
chamber music concerts in Central Music 
Hall he was heard in a group of four orig- 
inal numbers: Largo from the first Sonata; 
two settings of poems, and ‘* The March 
Wind.” In the first of these, from the opus 
45, it was there the breadth and power of his 
dramatic writing naturally was allowed 
fullest demonstration. But the succeeding 
numbers, settings of poems by Goethe and 
Heine, gave illustration in a smaller way of 
Mr. MacDowell’s power in descriptive writ- 
ing. The picture suggested by the words 
was clearly refiected, firm in outline and 
fresh in color. Another bit cleverly bearing 
out the illustration of the theme indicated 
was “The March Wind,” previously heard 
in the recital program given by Mr. Mac- 
Dowell last week. 

Beyond these numbers Mr. MacDowell sus- 
tained the pianoforte part in Foote’s Trio 
opus 5 with musicianly value. 

The Bendix String Quartet gave evidence 
of the beneficial results of recent criticism in 
its opening selection, the Dvorak quartet 
opus 51, playing far better than at any time 
since the opening of the season. Mr. Bendix 
and Mr. Steindl were not so fortunate in the 
performance of the Foote number, the scurry- 
ing uncertainty frequently betraying lack of 
familiarity with the composition, an attrac- 
tive work. 

Mrs. Elise Ketz, contralto, was heard in a 
gloomy Scena and Aria by Bruch, made 
more gloomy through deviation from the 
pitch. In the “ Traume” of Wagner, how- 
ever, sung by Mrs. Ket: later in the program, 
the outcome was much more acceptable. 

The next concert in the series will be given 
by the Listemann Quartet, with Mr. Liebling 
as assisting pianist.

Connection of the Editor with the 
Beecher Trial. 

The death of Henry C. Bowen, the editor 
of the Independent, serves to recall to mi..2 
the notorious Beecher trial, during which 
Mr. Bowen was a strong partisan of the 
defendant, and though he appeared little on 
the surface there is no doubt he aided ma- 
terlally in bringing about the fina] result. 
Theodore Tilton was an associate editor of 
the Independent, and was summarily dis- 
missed for the ostensible reason that he was 
taking tco seriously the tenets promulgated 
by the Claflin sisters, Victoria and Tennie, 
and that by association with them he would 
drag the Independent through the mire. 
Mr. Bowen was a successful business-man, 
and the Independent stands as a monument 
to his sagacity. For many years he was 
noted for an elaborate series of celebrations 
of the Nation’s natal. Every year, on his 
home grounds, he received the people of the 
neighboring Connecticut villages and towns, 
who were treated to an address by some cel- 
ebrated speaker, and varied festivities 
conceived and carried out on a large scale.

ANTI-TRAMP SOCIETY CONVENES. 
Representative Men of Wisconsin De- 
liberate on Vagrants. 

Fond du Lac, Wis., Feb. 25.—{Special.]—If 
the best thought and Statesmanship of the 
representative men of Wisconsin, crystal- 
lized into a decisive plan of action, counts for 
anything, the professional American tramp 
will have to go out of business or seek other 
climes, and in his farthest wanderings he 
will feel the influence of the first convention 
of the American Anti-Tramp Society, held 
in this city today, for the organization ia 

destined to be national in its character. 

The increasing interest in the convention 
was made manifest at the evening session 
by crowds of people blocking the streets in 
order to gain entrance to the convention 
hall, which was packed within five minutes 
after the doors were opened. It was a repre- 
sentative audience, and women filled the 
galleries, i 

Gen. E. 8. Bragg dcelievered an address, 
confining himself to the professional tramp. 
He contended that society encouraged him 
by charity wrongly applied. The speuker 
turned to the members of the Fond du Lac 
Common Coungil seated on the platform 
and said they were breeders of professional 
tramps, as they were «ppropriating $10,000 
a year for the support of hobos in addition 
to the contributions of every church or- 
ganization. The more the undeserving were 
assisted the louder they cried for more. 
The speaker advised compulsory labor for 
tramps, and when that fails by reason of 
their contumacy use more stringent 
methods. Five or ten lashes with an appli- 
cation of salt and watcr to keep them from 
catching cold will. rid counties of tramps 
and the question of how much the Sheriff, 
the policemen, and Justices shall receive 
will not come up, for Othello’s occupation 
will be gone. 

Resolutions were adopted condemning 
the fee system, urging the universal intro- 
duction of workhouses, asking charitable 
bodies to investigate the causes and cure of 
the tramp evil, and commending the Brown 
County Workhouse and the Anti-Tramp

REFUSE TO SEE STRIKERS 


CLOTHING MANUFACTURERS DE- 
CLINE TO HOLD A CONFERENCE, 


Employers Tell Ghariles J. Riefier of 
the State Board of Arbitration They 
Will Make No Compromise with 
Their Cutters—Mass-Meetings of 
Tailors and Members of the Gar- 
ment-Workers’ Union—Warrant for 
Peter Meinke, Rosin’s Assailant. 


There were no further acts of violence 
yesterday in connection with the clothing 
cutters’ strike. The strikers kept out their 
picket force and the special police were on 
duty. The non-union men were told to de- 
fend themselves with guns, if necessary, and 
everything was quiet. A warrant was sworn 
out before Justice Prindiville for the arrest 
for Peter Meinke, who assaulted Leopold 
Rosin the night before, Meinke could not 
be found. 

The day was passed by both sides in listen- 
ing to Charles J, Riefler of the State Board 
of Arbitration, who sought to bring them 
together. At 10 o’clock last night he had 
almost given up hopes of an amicable ad- 
justment of the trouble, and said it looked 
as though the result would be disastrous 
to a great number of people in the allied 
trades, who would be thrown out of employ~ 
ment. No conference was agreed upon and 
nothing more will be done until the board 
meets on Saturday or Monday. 


Mass-Meeting of Tailors. 


A mass-meeting of tailors will be held to- 
night at Schoenhoffen Hall, Ashland and 
Milwaukee avenues, to express sympathy 
with the strikers. Tomorrow night a meet- 
ing will be held at Eighteenth street and 
Center avenue by Garment Workers’ Union 
No. 102 for the same purpose. The cutters 
have no desire to see the garment-workers 
go out on a sympathetic strike. Such ac- 
tion, they think, would only result in harm 
to the garment-workers and not. aid the 
cutters. As it is hundreds of garment- 
workers are thrown out of employment 
daily on account of lack of cut garments for 
them to work upon. 

Mr. Rliefler had a conference with the 
Executive Board of the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation in the afternoon. It was held in 
B. Kuppenheimer & Cc.’s office and lasted 
two hours. Mr. Riefler explained his posi- 
tion as a member of the Arbitration Board. 
The manufacturers said their position had 
been expressed in their reply to Col. Rend. 
They were still ready, if the board wished 
to investigate and get at the causes and 
justice of the strike, to de all in their power 
to assist, under Sec. 6 of the statute. Mr. 
Riefler said this could not be done on account 
of lack of funds. 


Refuse to Hold a Conference. 


Mr. Riefler then proposed a conference be- 
tween the two parties to the controversy, 
The reply was such a conference meant a 
submission to arbitration: that such a sub- 
mission meant the taking back of the men 
and having the State board decide the dis- 
pute. This the manufacturers refused to 
do. They were unwilling to submit to union 
dictation in any way. 

Mr. Riefler met the officers of the Cutters’ 
Union in the Briggs House in the evening. 
After it was over he said the strikers were 
stig willing to attend a conference or arbi- 
trate. He thought the strikers would agree 
to the merit system. As near as he could 
learn the question to be arbitrated had re- 
solved itself into one what should be an av- 
erage day’s work. Acting on the information 
obtained last night, he may request a con- 
ference with the manufacturers today. 

Probable Strike at Baltimore. 


Baltimore, Md., Feb. 25.—There is a strong 
probability that there will be a general 
strike of all the men and women employed 
by the clothing manufacturers of this city 
within the next forty-eight hours. 

Cincinnati, O., Feb. 25.—The clothing cut- 
ters are undoubtedly in earnest in their in- 
tention to go out on Thursday. Theinception 
of the trouble was the demand by the union 
cutters that Block’ &' Co. discharge a non- 
union cutter or require him to join the union. 
Block & Co. refused and his union cutters 
left the shop. Then thirty-two manufactur- 
ing firms took up the case and sustained 
Block & Co., and went further, declaring 
that unless the demand upon Block & Co, 
was withdrawn by Feb. 27 the manufactur- 
ers would close their shops against all mem- 
bers of the union, The meeting of cutters 
today considered this situation and decided 
to strike. They made a concession, how- 
ever, as to one firm, which has large govern- 
ment contracts, and which is regarded as 
favorable totheunion. But this was coupled 
with a condition that the firm do not use 
the Block cutter, a labor-saving machine in- 
vented by a member of the firm of Block & 
Co, It is also understood that the cutters 
will put into the strike a demand for an 
eight-hour day. Another meeting was held 
tonight and a firm determination is mani- 
fest. 


CIGAR STRIKE is IMMINENT. 


Manufacturers’ Association Proposes 
a Cut in Wages. 

There is trouble between the union cigar- 
makers in Chicago and their employers. 
For some weeks the manufacturers and 
their workmen have been holding meetings 
and vainly trying to reach some under- 
standing over the wage scale for the com- 
ing year. 

The workmen declare they will accept no 
reduction. The employers proposed a gen- 
eral cut of $2 a thousand, but say they will 
compromise on $1 and no less. 

The Advisory Board of the union and the 
I-xecutive committee of the manufacturers 
held a joint meeting Feb. 20, which resulted 
only in a greater tangle and more ill feeling 
than before. The workmen will hold a 
mass-meeting on Friday night, and the Exe- 
cutive committee of the manufacturers met 
yesterday and decided to hold a mass-meet- 
ing one week from tomorrow night. Then 
a joint meeting will be held at which final 
action will be taken. 

The workmen assert they are ready to 
strike and have $100,000 ready for the fight. 


Trial of William Wood Begun. 

Cincinnati, O., Feb. 25.—The case of Will- 
iam Wood, charged with participation in the 
Pearl Bryan murder, was called this morn- 
ing in the police court. The prisoner ap- 
peared, attended by his attorneys, Davis & 
Blackburn of this city and Gen. Matson of 
Indiana. His father, the Rev. F. M. Wood, 
and the Rev, Dr. Rust were also present. 
There was no disposition on the part of the 
State to hurry a trial, and the defense was 
willing to grant all the time required by the 
prosecution to perfect its case, so that al- 
most by consent the case was postponed 
until April 15 and the bail was reduced from 
$5,000 to $3,000.

Cleveland, O., Feb. 25.—{Special.]—The

Tue 70 cents per fine ounce which was 
quoted on Monday as the price of silver bull- 
ion in New York corresponds to 54.14 cents 
for the bullion value of the white metal in 
the silver dollar. This price is the highest 
that has been paid in many months past. 
The advance is said to be due to a Japanese 
demand, and not the result of manipulation. 
But a relative improvement in the price of 
silver is a legitimate consequence of dimin- 
ished production of that metal, with a large 
increase in the gold output and intimations 
that a considerable part of the gold produc- 
tion is being accomplished at a big profit. 


THE APPROPRIATIONS FOR 1896. 

The Finance committee finished its work 
on the estimates and made a report to the 
Council, which was adopted yesterday with- 
out material change. 

One feature of it will gratify the taxpay- 
ers. The total amount which they will be 
called, on to pay for city and school pur- 
poses will be $1,800,000 less than for 1895. 
This reduction in their burdens comes muin- 
ly from the fact that it is proposed to give 
the schools a million and a half less than 
they received last year. 

This is a heavy cut, but the Board of Edu- 
cation invited it by asking for more money 
than it got last year. It was so reckless in 
its demands that the Finance committee 
felt it was time to interpose. The acting 
President of the board says: 

Had I been a member of the Finance committee 
this year I certainly would have asked for a million 
dollars less than our Finance committee has asked 
for. I believe the board could have done with 
that much less money and still not seriously have 
crippled the interests of the schools. 

If the board will practice economy it will 
be able to get along with the money which it 
is proposed to give it. Ina year or so times 
will be better, and then it can be given 
more. 

The revenue at the command of the city 
for general purposes is so hopelessly inade- 
quate that it is the hardest possible task so 
to distribute it as not to impair seriously the 
efficiency of any important department. 
The Council will not consent to a reduction 
of men or of salaries, and that makes the 
work all the more difficult.’ 

The Police and Tire Departments are 
given a trifle less than they got last year. 
The Board of Public Works is cut down 
$189,000, but the appropriation for street 
and alley cleaning is the same as last year. 
It was inadequate in 1895 and will be more 
so now, but there is no help for it. The 
streets will be dirty, but the people will 
have to put up with it until more revenue 
has been provided. 

Ner did the Council appropriate any more 
for street lighting than last year, although 
twice the amount was spent then. But it 


does not propose that such a violation of the 


law shall be repeated and the floating debt 
swelled. It is ordered that a contract for 
street lighting for 1896 be made at once, 
and that a sufficient number of lights, 
equitably distributed throughout the city, 
be extinguished, so that the appropriation 
will not be exceeded. 

Consequently something like 13,000 
lamps will have to be cut off, and no new 
ones will be putin use. There will be con- 
stant complaints, but nothing will be gained 
by making them. It is against the law for 
the city to burn gas which it has not the 
money to pay for. 

The poverty of the city is shown also by 
the appropriation to pay judgments which 
have been entered up against it. Those 
judgments foot up, with interest and costs. 
a million and a quarter. Provision is made 
for the payment of only a third of this sum. 
Most of the appropriation will go to the gas 
companies which got orders from court di- 
recting the Council to make a levy. 

This ‘floating debt ought to be paid off, 
but it cannot be with the revenues what 
they are. All that can be done is to prevent 
an increase of that debt, and the Finance 
committee had that in mind when it an- 
nounced that officials must keep their ex- 
penses within the sums authorized, and per- 


‘mit no overdrafts. 


This year the city will have to be dirty 
and badly lighted. The streets will go un- 
repaired. The bridges and viaducts will 
not get the overhauling they need. There 
is no help for it, however, and the state of 
affairs will be worse next year unless the 
Legislature to be chosen this fall does 
something to relieve the city as soon. as it 
meets. In the meantime Mayor Swift may 
be relied on to make the funds at his dis? 
posal go as far as possible. 


THE SALVATION ARMY INCIDENT. 

The appeal which Gen. Booth’s repre- 
sentative, Col. Nicol, has made to the Sal- 
vation Army gives the public the first con- 
nected and authoritative statement leading 
up to the resignation of Ballington Booth 
and his wife, the leaders of the American 
contingent. From this statement it ap- 
pears that the trouble is one of long stand- 
ing. Their resignation was handed in Jan. 
31, after several months of misunderstand- 
ing. Two general reasons are set forth 
—first, personal differences with Gen. 
Booth, and,second, lack of confidence in the 
methods of the international system of ad- 
ministration. As Gen. Booth was in India, 
the investigation was laid before Bram- 
well Booth, chief of staff, in England. 
A special representative, Col. Nicol, the 
brother, Herbert Booth, commandant of 
the Canadian section of the army, and the 
sister, Field Commissioner Eva, were sent 
to New York to labor with Ballington Booth 
and his wife and induce them to go to En- 
gland and meet Gen. Booth. Their appeals 
were reinforced by cablegrams from the 
General, but their mission was a failure. 
Then they disclaimed all responsibility for 
the step Ballington and his wife had taken, 
and sent a yeport of their conference to the 
international headquarters, where an in- 
vestigation will be made. As Gen. Booth is 
absolute in command, he will conduct the 
investigation and Jnake the decision, and it 
can scarcely be doubted what that decision 
willbe. He will enforce the army discipline 
even if he has to retire his son and daughter 
from the army and give over the leadership 
to another commandant. 

The only missing link in this interesting 
story is the exact nature of the personal dif- 
ferences between the General and his chil- 
dren, Ballington and Maude Booth. So far 
as the situation is concerned, however, it 
is not essential to know what they are. It 
is sufficient that they exist and apparently 
are so strenuous that they cannot be 
smoothed over. In the meanwhile Balling- 
ton Booth will decide on Saturday next 
whether he will lead an independent move- 


tion Army. If he should decide to do so 
unquestionably he would have a large fol- 
lowing, as he and

ment of the American section of the Salva-.

cult to conform to his dogmatic and drastic 
way of doing things, still the remarkable 
growth and prosperity of the Salvation 
Army have been largely the outcome of 
unity, obedience, and discipline, of the per- 
sonal influence of Gen. Booth, and of his great 
executive ability. Any movement to divide 
the army may have the result to diminish 
itspower for good. Such an outcome wonld 
be considered as a calamity by all persons 
who have the interests of the submerged 
tenth of the slums and gutters at heart. 
There are few if any other agencies in the 
world which can reach these outcasts. 


BEGINNING AT THE BEGINNING. 

Mr. Halle is right when he takes the 
ground that the Board of Education should 
provide primary and grammar schools for 
the many before it provides high schools 
for the few. But this principle of priority 
might be extended with advantage to edu- 
cational work. Not only should none hare 
grammar schools until all have primary 
schools, and none have high schools until 
all have grammar schools, but none should 
have German until all have English, none 
have drawing until all have the three Rs, 
none have a new school building while 
others are in rented quarters, and so on 
through the whole range of the board’s 
work. There should be a regular grade 
of importance between all the divisions of 
teaching and of school expenses, and the 
board should resolutely adhere to the plan 
of doing the most important things first, 
or, in other words, beginning at the begin- 
ning. 

The wisdom of such a plan ought to be 
self-evident, and yet it is almost an im- 
possibility for some people connected with 
educational work to appreciate or even 
comprehend it. For instance, if they are 
told that arithmetic is more important than 
nature-study they begin at once to extol 
nature-study, and if they are told that En- 
glish is more important than German they 
simply enlarge on the importance of Ger- 
man; and all effort to make them admit or 
even see that the positive value of a study 
is different from its relative value is use- 
less. This is a mental phenomenon worthy 
of a course of lectures before the Board of 
Education itself, for nearly all the evils of 
the Chicago educational system, including 
its extravagance, are due to the fact that 
it is topheavy and does not begin at the be- 
ginning. 

Mr. Halle, however, does not put the 
necessity for this rule on the right ground. 
He says there ought to be grammar schools 
for all before there are high schools for the 
few because the grammar schools are for 
the poor and high schools are for the rich. 
But, aside from the fact that the rich pay 
more taxes than the poor, the rich are as 
much if not more interested in the education 
of the poor than the poor themselves are. 
The theory of popular education is that 
without it society would drift into crime 
and chaos, and that not only property but 
life itself would become insecure, 

The real reason for beginning at the be- 
ginning in the work of the board is that 
the beginning of an education is the crit- 
ical and important part of it, and forestalls 
to a great degree the rest of it. It is bet- 
ter that 1,000 children should pass through 
the primary grades than that 500 should 
pass through both the primary and gram- 
mar grades, because the 500 who have to 
stop with the primary grades will inevitably 
learn more, even if they do not learn it in 
school. But yf they miss this primary edu- 
cation they are likely to grow up altogether 
ignorant. In like manner it is better that 
1,000 children should have a grammar 
school education than that 500 should have 
both a grammar and a high school educa- 
tion. But that new high schools should be 
projected when 15,000 children have only 
a half-day schooling and 11,000 more are 
in rented quarters is a shameful illustra- 
tion of topheaviness. 


RAILROAD LAWLESSNESS. 

Karly this month an ordinance was passed 
authorizing the Pan-Handle road to lay a 
switch track near the St. Paul freight 
depot. ‘The Commissioner of Public Works 
granted the necessary permit and the track 
was laid Sunday night. The St. Paul road 
was greatly put out thereby, because access 
to its freight depot is made more difficult. 

If its officers had kept close watch of tlie 
Council proceedings they would have seen 
this ordinance, and would hav® asked for 
an injunction to prevent the laying of the 
track. But they were negligent and it was 
put down in a perfectly legal manner. 

Monday night a gang of workmen in the 
employ of the St. Paul road tore up this bit 
of new track. There were some policemen 
on duty, but they did not molest the work- 
men. It is alleged that their superior ofticer 
told them not to interfere. 

This was exceedingly injudicious conduct 
on the part of the St. Paul road. It is one 
of those corporations which not infrequent- 
ly call on the authorities for protection 
against rioters and other lawbreakers. It 
is expedient, therefore, that those corpora- 
tions should not appear in the réle of rioters 
and lawbreakers. ‘ 

This performance of night before last was 
a peculiarly lawless one. It was an inso- 
lent attempt to take the control of a certain 
street out of the hands of the Council—a 
claim on the part of the road that it alone 
has the right to decide what shall be done 
there. If the road was injured it should 
have gone to the courts or Council with its 
complaint. Instead of that, it took the law 
into its own hands. 

Such conductisinexcusable. The ofticers 
of the offending road should apologize for 
what has been done, throwing the blame on 
some “overzealous subordinate,” if they 
can truthfully do so, and should have the 
tracks relaid at once.. 


THE INTOLERABLE SENATE. 

The majority of the present Senate is 
composed of the most unpatriotic, con- 
temptible, and vicious set of men who have 
ever held seats in that body. They know 
that they are defying the will of the peo- 
ple. If they needed instruction on that 
point the recent vote in the popular branch 
of Congress has given it to them. 

The House rejected free coinage by a 
vote, counting the pairs, of yeas 97, nays 
222, being 28 more than two-thirds. If all 
those members absent and not paired are 
included the majority against free silver is 
almost two-thirds. The two Senators from 
Indiana voted for free coinage. All the 
House. members from that State voted 
against it. The two Senators from Mis- 
souri voted in the affirmative. Only two of 
the Representatives did so. The Senators 
from both States know they are antagon- 
izing their constituents. | 

Yet the Senators who make up the ma- 
jority not only, remain faithful to free coin- 


age, but oppose every measure which may 
_ tend to relieve the government whether it 
has or has not any direct connection with 
the currency. They propose to kill the rev- 
enue bill to provide needed revenue which 


the House sent them. 
Some of the Democrats wish to defeat it 
because they are free traders, and woull

Others are free silyerites, who hope a con- 
tinuing lack of revenue may force the gov- 
ernment into bankruptcy and the country 
to a monometallic silver standard. Among 
those who voted the other day against con- 
sidering the bill were two Senators from 
Montana, one from Colorado, and one from 
Idaho. They call themselves Republicans, 
but they cannot be, for they are false to 
the principles of their party. 

It is alleged also that some Republican 
Senators are lukewarm in their support of 
the revenue bill because they think its suc- 
cess would “ contribute entirely too much 
to the prestige of Speaker Reed.” That is, 
they are thinking of the St. Louis conven- 
tion rather than of the interests of the peo- 
ple. 

If there are Senators who are unwilling 
to work earnestly for a measure because 
Mr. Reed is Speaker of the House in which 
it originated and also is a candidate for the 
Presidential nomination, they should get 
rid speedily of the idea that killing the rev- 
enue bill will hurt Mr. Reed and thus help 
other candidates, 

He can neither be helped nor injured by 
the passage or the defeat of the bill. It is 
not his measure, It is that of the Repub- 
lican party in the House. A Senate Re- 
publican who, for any reason, tries directly 
or indirectly to kill it is not fighting a man 
but is fighting his party. 

It is the duty of the Republican Senators 
to do all in their power to pass the revenue 
bill and send it to the President. Who- 
ever fails to work to that end is false to 
the people and his party. There is no pol- 
itics in that bill. It is purely’a measure to 
supply much-needed revenue.

UNDER WHICH FLAG! 

William Waldorf Astor is in deeper trou- 
ble than ever. When, properly enough, he 
asserted his authority as proprietor of the 
Pall Mall Gazette, and summarily dis- 
charged Editor Henry Cockayne Cust for 
alleged persistent disobedience of orders, 
he got rid of the unruly engineer, but he still 
has the machine on his hands. He is still 
looking for some one to run it—and run it 
according to Mr. Astor’s ideas. | 

A man of Mr. Astor’s wealth and pro- 
fessed liberality should have no difficuity in 
hiring a good editor. The world is full of 
editors, and there are a number of good 
ones, even in England. But the editor who 
will suit Mr. Astor is not so easy to find, if 
we are to believe Mr. Ballard Smith’s de- 
scription of the qualifications he must 
possess. 

Mr. Astor does not say he wants an editor 
skilled in mind reading or clairvoyance, al- 
though the man he discharged suggests this 
to be the case. He hedges the position 
nbout with difficulties no less trying, how- 
ever. In the first place, no Americans need 
apply, he says. In the second place, the 
editor for him must be a man of high social 
and political standing in England, a patri- 
cian, one whose personality will be of bene- 
fit to the Pall Mall Gazette, one whose pro- 
nouncements will carry weight, and one 
who has access to the inner circles and will 
thus be able to get exclusive items of news 
for the paper. 

We were reminded recently that Mr. 
Astor was of American birth. One of his 
chief complaints against ex-Editor Cust 
was that he compromised the proprietor of 
the paper by taking the side of England in 
the Venezuelan controversy. This, to Mr. 
Astor’s patriotic notion, was an unpardona- 
ble breach of trust. He does not deny he 
is a violent Tory by adoption, and even fa- 
vored the restoration of the last monarchy 
pn the American hemisphere, that of Brazil. 
But he could not forgive Mr. Cast, himself 
a man of high standing and important po- 
litical connections, for not remembering 
that Mr. Astor, proprietor of the paper, was 
a Yankee, and a patriotic one at that. 

The editor who takes Mr. Cust’s place 
must be, it is decided, an ultra Tory of 
prominence and also thoroughly saturated 
with Mr. Astor’s American patriotism. Mr. 
Astor might get an Irishman who would fill 
the latter half of the bill, but hardly a Tory, 
and particularly a Tory of eminence. 

Perhaps, as a matter of fact, Mr. Astor 
does not know what kind of an editor he 
really does want. Of one thing he is cer- 
tain, however: No American need apply.

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TALKING FOR BUNCOMBE, 

The Council had before it Monday niht 
that absurd ordinance which declares that 
whoever does not get a seat on a street car 
need pay only three cents. A substitute 
was offered providing for three-cent fares 
during the rush hours. After much debate, 
in which several men proclaimed their undy- 
ing devotion to the workingman and cheap 
fares, the whole subject was referred to the 
Committee on the Judiciary. 

If the street car companies could be in- 
duced to accept that substitute the working 
people would be great gainers, for they do 
most of their traveling in the rush hours. 
But the companies will not consent, and the 
Council cannot make them do so. It ought 
to be understood by the voters that all this 
Aldermanic ante-election talk about three- 
cent fares on lines run under existing ordi- 
nances is sheer buncombe. 

The Council can prescribe the compensa- 
tion of hackmen and cabmen, for it is au- 
thorized by the charter to do so. It cannot 
regulate street railroad fares because it bas 
not been given the authority to do so. lt 
can, When granting a,franchise, make it a 
condition of the grant that the fare shall be 
only three cents, but if it does not insert 
such a provision it.cannot modify the con- 
tract afterwards by telling the company 
what it shall charge. 

The Council has power given it to regulate 
the speed of cars. If they arerunin sucha 
way as to endanger human life or limb it 
has the authority to interpose, thouzh its 
interposition may not amount to anything. 
It can also determine which side of a street 
the cars shall stop on. But it cannot say 
to companies which are charging five cents 
for a ride that they must come dowu to 
three cents. | 

The Legislature can, and the courts will 
uphold what it does, provided they are satis- 
fied the rate is a fair one. Therefore those 
who want to'ride on State or Madison or 
North Clark for less than five cents must zo 
to the Legislature for relief. The Alder- 
men cannotdo anything for them—and most 
of them would not if they could, for the 
roads would buy them up. 


Some Kinetoscoposophy. 


Thomas Edison invented a new kind of peep- 
show a few years ago. As the Wizard of Menlo 
Park has smail Latin and less Greek, some one’ 
else called it a kinetoscope. This does not mean 
anything in particular—and would not even toa 
Porson—but it became and is the name of the 
particular scientific toy which Edison invented. 
Still others, seeing in it something of commercial 


.value, patented the device, incorporated a com- 


pany, and went kinetoscoping through the coun- 
try. 


Recently a party of kinetoscopists sought to in- 
troduce the art of kinetoscopy into Mexico. In- 
cidentally this included aiding and abetting a sort 
of armed invasion of a nation with which we are 
at peace, but of this the kinetoscopophiles recked 
Nor did the fact that they were willing 
to be before, during, and after the com- 
mission of a crime against the peace and dignity 
of the United States, a matter certainly not con- 
templated in the kinetoscopic charter, stand In 


their way, illustrating only too well the kako- 


kinetoscopic side of the question. 
When all the various apparatuses prescribed in 


the kinetoscopological treatises had been put in 
position, the expert kinetoscopers duly placed in 
charge, the kinetoscopees set in the ring and every- 
thing done to make the kinetoscopographs desired 
a success, time was called, and the process of 
kinetoscopographization should have gone on to 
success. It did not, and future kinetoscopograph- 
ers will have to record the humiliating fact. There 
was no sun, and, asa heliokinetoscopographic proc- 
ess was relied on, failure was certain. What the oc- 
casion needed and did not have was a kinetoscopo- 
sopher. . 

This teaches three things: First, that common 
sense is just as needful in photokinetoscopology 
as in other things with a great many fewer sylla- 
bles; secondly, that a kinetoscopophilic habit car- 
ried to excess may degenerate into a mere abuse; 
and, thirdly, that if future namers of improved 
peepshows do not make an end of diving into the 
vasty depths of Liddell & Scott and hauling out 
two—any two—long forgotten pieces of the attic 
vocabulary and of splicing them together, regard- 
less of any consideration but length, they will 
some day be overwhelmed—electrophotokineto- 
scopographers and heliophotokinetoscopologists 
alike—in one mighty wave of kakogenetokineto- 


scopophobia.

Corporation Counsel Beale was asked if 
there was any provision for the forfeiture 
of the franchise of the Van Buren street 
railway if the company failed to run cars 
over the tracks for a certain period of time. 
He said: 

“If there is any such provision in that 
ordinance it is unusual. I do not know of 
any such provision in any ordinance.” 

“ There seems to be a popular impression 
that a franchise is forfeited if it is not used,”’ 
said Deputy Commissioner of Public Works 
Moody, “ but it is not true.” 

And Mr. Moody got down a volume of city 

ordinances and hunted through those relat- 
ing to street railways. The only thing he 
could find relating in any way to neglect 
to run cars was Sec. 1,519, which provides 
that every street railway shall run cars 
every day from 5 o’clock in summer and 6 
o’clock in winter to midnight, but there was 
a proviso to the effect that the cars should 
be run “ as the public requires.” 
. But as nothing is said as to who shall be 
the judge of what the public requires Mr. 
Moody was of the opinion any attempt«to 
enforce the penalty of $25 for each violation 
of the ordinance would be a waste of time.

TORRENS LAW WILL BE POPULAR. 
Registrar Chase Believes It Will Be 
Declared Valid. 

When Registrar of Titles Chase yesterday 
was asked if he had heard of the refusal of 
the Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance 
company to loan money on property regis- 
tered under the Torrens land law he said: 

**I do not think it will be a great while be- 
fore every person, company, or corporation 
will almost demand that any property on 
which they loan money must be registered 
under the Torrens land law. If the Supreme 
Court declares the law valid—and I believe it 
will—the certificate of title given by the 
Registrar will be the best title to a piece of 
property that can be had.” 

The law protects every title issued by the 
Registrar by providing for the accumulation 
of an indemnity fund, out of which is paid 
all claims brought and successfully contest- 
ed against property so registered. After 
five years the title is absolute. 


FORECLOSURE SUIT SET FOR TODAY. 


Cold Storage Cases in the Federal 
Courts Will Be Opened. 

The application of Henry C. Taylor fora 
receiver for the Produce Cold Storage Ex- 
change will come up before Judge Grosscup 
this morning. In his bill Mr. Taylor joins 
the Western Refrigerator company, the 
Western Union Cold Storage company, and 
the American Trust and Savings Bank, the 
latter as trustee. 

The bill asks for a foreclosure and ap- 
pointment of a receiver of the capital stock 
of the Western Refrigerator company, and 
also the money that may become due from 
the Western Union Cold Storage company.

City Railway Company Will Lease 
Rapid ‘Transit Line. 


The City railway company will add an- 


other link to its system by the lease of the 
Southwest Chicago Rapid Transit com- 
pany’s line, provided the latter ordinance, 
introduced in the Council on Monday night, 
becemes a law. The Southwest company 
operates a line from Ashland avenue on Six- 
ty-third street to Chicago Lawn, and has 


maintained an irregular service of horse 
cars. 

A provision in its ordinance prohibited the 
sale or lease of the property to any other 
street railway. Accordingly, when negotia- 
tions for its lease to the City railway com- 
pany were opened a few weeks ago and sub- 
sequently consummated, it became neces- 
sary to secure a modification of the original 
franchise before the property could be taken 
over, and that, City railway officials say, is 
the story of Monday night’s ordinance.

A connection between it and the 
Southwest company’s track will be made 
and the latter line will be ecuipped with 
a ta It is two and one-half miles 
ong.

REJECT THE BOND BIDS. 


WEST PARK BOARD DECIDES TO AD- 
VERTISE AGAIN. 


Only Three Offers to Take the Issue of 
$600,000 Were Declared Worthy of 
Consideration, but Only One Was 
Recommended by the Finance 
Committee—Will Be Disposed Of in 
Lots of $200,000—Policemen to Have 
Ten Days’ Vacation. 


None of the bids for the $600,000 bond issue 
of the West Park Commissioners was ac- 
cepted at the meeting yesterday, but they 
will be sold in $200,000 lots. The Finance 
committee reported out of all the bids 
opened only three could be considered—those 
of Mason, Lewis & Co., with a premium of 
$10,365; First National Bank, with a premium 
of $9,450; and Farson, Leach & Co., with a 
premium of $5,675. None was satisfactory. 
Commissioner Graham wanted the whole 
batch of bids rejected and the bonds adver- 
tised again. Commissioner Oliver suggested 
that $200,000 worth be advertised for this 
time, to be delivered in sixty days, and only 
Commissioner Moll voted against it. It was 
urged by the Commissioners, in favor of a 
partial issue at this time, the public would 
be saved the interest on the bonds, which 
would amount to $80 a day. The board 
would not need the money for some time, 
and the $200,000 would be enough to pay all 
expenses until another batch was sold. This 
was to be in sixty days after the first sale, 
and the remaining third was to go in 120 
days after the first lot. 


An order allowing the members of the 
park police force a furlough of ten days dur- 
ing the year, the time to be set by the Cap- 
tain in charge, was passed. 

In the matter of the Southwest boulevard 
improvement the Finance and Improvement 
committee was directed to take whatever 
steps seemed most advantageous to obtain 
a surface crossing for Southwest boulevard 
across the tracks of the Pan-Handle and the 
Chicago and Northern Pdcific railroads and 
the Union Stock-Yards and Transit com- 
pany.

The jury in the condemnation suit of the 
Metropolitan Elevated railroad company 
against property-owners on the line of its 
Douglas Park branch brought in a verdict 
in Judge Hutchinson’s court yesterday 
morning. The total amodtnt allowed by 
the jury for the property taken by the road 
and damages to the property remaining is 
$76,283.

His Creditors Say He Disappeared Over 
a Week Ago. 

Lee Dunne, who was proprietor of a coal 
yard at Sixteenth and Wood streets, made 
an assignment about ten weeks ago.

NATIONAL BASEBALL LEAGUE GFVES 
OUT THE SCHEDULE. 


/ Ward's Friends Jubilant Over His Re- 
lease — May Play Again — Minor 
Leagues Disappointed at the Ac- 
tion of the Larger Body—Double 
Umpire System Has Slight Chance 
of Becoming a Law—Election of 
Members of Board of Arbitration. 

New York, Feb. 25.—[Special.]—War clouds 
were plainly visible on the horizon this 
morning when the baseball magnates, great 
and small, from all parts of the country 
gathered at the Fifth Avenue Hotel for the 
second day’s session of the National League 
of Baseball clubs’ annual spring meeting. 

It came from the minor clubs, which are to 

be placed in worse straits than ever by the 

adoption of the new national agreement yes- 
terday, which wjll make it easy for major 
clubs to draft_players from them at the 


close of the season. | 

The adoption of the agreement, which also 
classifies the minor leagues in alphabetical 
order, according to the population of the 
cities played in by the clubs of the league, 
‘ was bitterly commented upon this morning. 
This action is not regarded favorably by the 
smaller ague men. 

“'Tim’ Murnane, the silver-haired athletic 
President of the New, England League, 
threw the bomb which caused all the ex- 
citement. The New-Englander was angry 
when he had studied the provisions of the 
new national agreement, by the terms of 
which the New England League would be 
thrown into Class C and geta paltry $20U for 
drafted players. 

President Murnane said in his opinion the 
New England League would not be a party 
to such an agreement. He also said when he 
went into the meeting of minor league 
officials he would propose they draw up an 
agreement of their own and ignore the Na- 
tional League. 

Messrs. Byrne, Hart, and other league 
magnates said it was merely a matter of 
choice with minor leagues. They could 
accept the terms of the new agreement or 
let it alone. One of the results of the day’s 
meeting was that Hutchison, the Chicago 
pitcher, was farmed to Minneapolis. 

It was 11 o’clock before the baseball men 
went into session. The subjects which 
chiefly occupied the board’s attention were 
the changes in the rules, the double um- 
pire system, andthe arrangementof a sched- 
ule for next season’s games. 

The following changes were made in the 
rules: Under old Rule 5, Sec. 1 states that 
for vulgar, indecent, or other peg oH 
language the umpireis empowered to inflict 
fines of not less than $25 or more than $100. 

This has been changed to read as follows: 
“The umpire shall immediately remove 
from the field or pe game any player who 
uses vulgar or indecent language, and in 
addition shall fine said player $25. This is 
absolutely compulsory.”’ 

Another change of the same rule is as fol- 
lows: “Any player failing to remain with- 
in the limit of the coacher’s box shall, upon 
the first warning, be fined not less than $5 
or more than $10, and upon the third warn- 
ing shall be removed from the game. Any 
other player taking the place of the player 
removed shall receive no further warning.”’ 

The National League granted permission 
to **Al’”’ Chasseand to exhibit the Temple 
cup at the Sportsmen’s Exposition, Madison 
Square Garden, March 16 to 21. 

One of the pleasantest features of the 
meet was the presentation to “ Nick ’”’ 
Young by the league of a $5,000 solid sterling 
silver table service. There are 226 pieces in 
the set. Arthur Soden of Bosten made the 
presentation speech 

The greater part of the work of the meet- 
ing was accomplished in agreeing upon the 
schedule which was given out today. As it 
now stands holiday games are well dis- 
tributed.

It was communicated to five of 
the committeemen, and and effort was made 
to reach Henry Wulff, who was reported 
to be at Springfield, but some of his ac- 
quaintances were found, it is said, who 
Claimed he had not gone out of the city. 
Mr. Wulff’s presence is much desired at 
this conference. He has professed to be a 
Supporter of Congressman Foss, but the 
opinion is held by the latter’s close friends, 
they say, that it was really Wulff who 
brought about the call for the convention. 
If Mr. Wulff has gone over to the support of 
W. D. Boyce Congressman Foss wants to 
know why. 

“I am hopeful of getting the convention 
put off for two months,” said Mr. Foss, ** but 
whether or not that is done the people of 
my district wili have the chance to learn 
just how the land lies. They will be assured 
I am still, as I have always been, opposed 
to ‘snap’ conventions on principle, and I do 
not welcome one—even when it is alleged 
to be called in my interests. They will have 
proof I had no part in thus precipitating the 
primaries and convention, and am still op- 
posed to the move, if it cannot be helped. 
It will give my friends the opportunity to 
show themselved. 

“Another thing will result from this effort, 
even if it is not successful. Mr. Boyce and 
his supporters have professed they were an- 
noyed at the idea of an early convention. 
Adroitly the thing has been saddled on me. 
Now, if these men are sincere, they will co- 
operate with me in getting the date post- 
poned. If they are sincere their committee- 
men will vote with my supporters on the 
committee for that end. If the Boyce inter- 
ests pull for the ‘snap’ convention, then 
the public can judge who brought the situa- 
tion about.”’ 

Supporters of Congressman Foss are also 
complaining polling-places have been gerry- 
mandered without his sanction, to the detri- 
ment of voters, and these changes have been 
accredited to him falsely. In some cases the 
polling-places have been moved away from 
the centers of population into remote places, 
it is claimed, and if the early primaries pre- 
vall, with chances for poor roads and bad 
weather, many voters, it is feared, are apt 
to forego voting.

Columbus, O., Feb. 25.—[(Special.]—The com- 
mission appointed under the authority of the last 
General Assembly to codify the insurance laws of 
the State has completed its work and is about ready 
to make its report of the work to the present Gen- 
eral Assembly. The commission has revised and 
codified all the laws pertaining to fire, life, and 
beneficial insurance companies. It recommends 
the putting of life assessment associations and 
beneficial orders under the supervision of the In- 
surance Départment of the State and adopts and 
recommends the suggestions made by the national 
officers of these associations for their general gov- 
ernment. The report will not recommend any 
radical changes in the laws governing the old-time 
life insurance companies, except that the adoption 
of the New York standard policy will be recom- 
mended. This gives the formula for fire insurance 
policies to be issued in Ohio and makes the con- 
tracts of all companies uniform. The report will 
recommend the passage of several insurance bills 
already introduced in the General Assembly. One 
is Mr. Shryock’s bill eliminating the 80 per cent 
clause from the insurance policies and another is 
Mr. Sullivan's bill allowing employers’ liability 
companies to withdraw the $50,000 deposit from 
Ohio in case they have deposited $200,000 in the 
State where they are chartered.

WHERE MONEY HAS GONE 


COST OF NORTHWESTERN “L” RIGHT 
OF WAY AND STRUCTURE. 


Expenditures of $3,591,528 Made by 
the Columbia Construction Com- 
pany—No Money Has Gone Into 
Lake Street “L” Stock—National 
Linseed Oil Stockholders to Vote on 
the Proposed Decrease in Capital— 
On Local Stock Exchange. 


The Columbia Construction company has 
expended up to the present time a total of 
$3,591,528.39 upon right of way, foundation, 
and superstructure. Of this amount $2,676,- 
188.39 was for right of way and $915,340 was 
for foundation and superstructure. There 
has been received from the calls already in 
on the $5,000,000 of stock subscribed for ap- 
proximately $3,500,000. There has been an- 
other call of 10 per cent on the capital paya- 
ble next month, which will give the company 
a total of $4,000,000. There has been some 
money borrowed on thesecurity of the $2,000,- 
000 of bonds issued by the company which 
were never sold. Money obtained from this 
source has gone to pay for preliminary ex- 
penses and for the general expenses of the 
company. 

There has never been one dollar of the 
money of the Columbia Construction compa- 
ny paid for stock of the Lake Street Elevated 
railroad. The company does not own a sin- 
gle share of the stock of the Lake Street 
“tL,” it never has, a there is no intention 
of buying any of the stock of the company for 
the account of the Columbla Construction 
company. This statément regarding the 
stock of the Lake Street Elevated is given on 
the authority of D. H. Louderback, Presi- 
dent of the Lake Street “* L.”’ and also Presi- 
dent of the Northwestern *“*L.”” While Mr. 
Louderback is not an officer of the Colum- 
bia Construction company he is the main 
person in it and the management of the com- 
pany is practically in his hands, This denial 
of the rumor which has been in dcetive circu- 
lation for the last year should carry due 
weight with it. Eyer since the control of the 
Lake Street “LL” passed into the hands of 
Mr. Yerkes and his associates there has been 
talk of the stock of the company having been 
bought with Columbia Construction money 
and of a probable distribution of the stock to 
the stockholders of the latter company. 

Work Being Rapidly Pushed. 

Work on the Northwestern Elevated rail- 
road is progressing rapidly. Already the four- 
track superstructure has been completed 
from Fullerton avenue north for a distance 
of more than one mile or more than the 
equal of two miles of double track line, 
The iron for the structure, from the present 
terminus of the completed track to the 
northern terminus of the line at Wilson ave- 
nue and Montrose boulevard, is on the 
ground. The work of putting it in place 
will proceed at the rate of more than a block 
a day. Within a short time the work of 
building south from Fullerton avenue will 
begin and will be pushed as rapidly as the 
work is now going ontothenorth. Theline 
will be completed according to present plans 
by January, 1897. 

The Metropolitan Street railway of Kan- 
sas City has sold $550,000 of 5 per cent gold 
bonds to Boston capitalists, and with the 
mecney to be obtained from the sale of these 
bonds the company will make extensive im- 
provements in the system. N. W. Harris & 
Co. have arranged through their Boston 
house to take a considerable portion of these 
bonds. The stocks and bonds of the Metro- 
politan Street railway company are on the 
unlisted list of the Chicago Stock Exchange 
and they are traded in considerably here. 
The company now has an outstanding issue 
of $5,586,800 stock and $7,505,900 bonds. 
lhere is in the treasury of the company 
$94,100 bonds, and this sale of bonds will 
come from the ones which are in the com- 
pany’s treasury. There are to be extensive 
improvements in the way of converting 
horse car lines into electric lines, and these 
changes, it is argued, will increase the earn- 
ing power of the company materially. 

Will Vote on Reduction of Capital. 

A special meeting of stockholders of the 
National Linseed Oil company has been 
called for March 26 to vote on the proposed 
decrease in capital stock from $18,000,000 to 
9,000,000, This was in accordance with a 
resolution passed at the annual meeting, in 
which the directors were asked to bring the 
matter before the stockholders and leave it 
to their vote if there should be a reduction 
in the capital stock. There will be no fight 
made on the proposed decrease, it is claimed. 
The decrease in the capital stock will wipe 
out the good will of the company, which ap- 
peared in the last annual report of the com- 
pany as an item in the assets, and it was 
given as amounting to $8,368,091, A meet- 
ing of the Board of Direc tors of the com- 
pany was held Feb. 19, and it was decided 
to submit the question to the votes of the 
stockholders, but no notice was sent out 
until yesterday. President Euston, in send- 
ing the notices of the meeting, has this to say 
of the proposed reduction and the causes 
leading up to it: 

— ry the time of the organization of the 
National Linseed Oil company it was the 
prevailing g prac tice of like concerns to cap- 
italize the *‘ good will’ of the business, and 
the proposed reduction would merely wipe 
out this. 

‘It is the opinion of the directors, if such 
reduction is voted, the then capitalization 
of $9,000,000 would fairly represent what it 
would cost to acquire the locations and 
plants as at present equipped, 

‘The capitalization being fixed at $9,000,- 
000, criticism will be disarmed and the an- 
nual statements be more intelligible. The 


change does not destroy or reduce any of the | 


actual assets of the company. Dividends on 
a capitalization based on actual values can 
be paid with greater regularity.” 


Begin Trading in Second Account. 


Yesterday was the first day for trading in 
the second account on the Chicago Stock Ex- 
change, and interest rates of from 8 to 1° 
per cent were developed in the turning of 
stocks from the February to the March ac- 
count. The charges for turning the several 
stocks which were traded in principally 
were as follows: North Chicago, 2% per 
cent; West Chicago, 1 per cent: Diamond 
Match, 1% per cent; Strawboard, % of 1 per 
cent; New York Biscuit, % of 1 per cent; 
Lake Street “ L,’’:%4 of 1 percent. Money 
was strong yesterday, and call loans were 
being made at 7 per cent. New York ex- 
change was a drug on the market.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


MR. MIDGLEY INSISTS ON COMPLI- 
ANCE WITH HIS RULINGS, 


Calls the Attention of the Roads of the 
Western Freight Association to His 
Order Fixing the Divisions Recent- 
ly Made to Prevent the Manipula- 
tion of Rates on Trafiic from Chi- 
cago and Peoria Territory to Mis- 
souri River Points and Westward. 


Commissioner Midgley has just sent a 
communication to the various roads of the 
Western Freight Association which leaves 
no room to doubt he was angry when he 
wrote it. The roads, it appears, paid no 
attention to a ruling recently made by him 
regarding divisions of rates on traffic from 
Chicago and Peoria territory to Missouri 
River points and beyond, and which was 
to stop manipulation of rates. 

In the division of through rates east and 
west of the Missouri River -the propor- 
tions of Eastern lines were unproportion- 
ately high. This enabled the lines east of 
the Mississippi to make concessions to ship- 
pers to secure freight. That condition was 
at the last meeting of the executive officers 
of Southwestern Missourl River roads 
complained of, in the case of shipments 
from Chicago and Peoria territory via 
Hannibal and St. Louis to Missouri River 
points. Authority was given Commissioner 
Midgley to prescribe the divisions which 
should govern west of Hannibal and St. 
Louis. Accordingly he arranged new di- 
visions on & basis which, in his opinion, 
would not admit of rate manipulation, the 
new divisions to be effective Feb.

“NYPANO” IS BOUGHT BY THE ERIE. 


Road Is Sold Under Order of Court 
for $10,000,000. 

Akron, O., Feb. 25.—[Special.]—The New 
York, Pennsylvania and. Ohio railroad was 
sold today under the hammer by Special 
Master Commissioner John Tod of Cleve- 
land, who has been the receiver of the road 
for the last four months. The purchaser 
is the newly organized Erie company. H. 
B. Turner of New York City offered $10,- 


000,000, the minimum fixed by the courts. 


Without waiting longer than five seconds 
Mr. Tod declared the road sold, and Mr. 
Turner handed over a certified check for 
$100,000 to bind the deal. The remainder 
must be paid in sixty days. Mr. Turner rep- 
resented Roswell G. Ralston, President of 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust company of 
New York, and C. C. Mason of Cleveland. 
They compose a committee cf the first mort- 
gage bondholders whose claims amount to 
$74;000,000. The total indebtedness is $150,- 
000,000. The first mortgage bondholders 
will receive by agreement $1 in bonds of 
the company for every $5 of the old, anda 
share of the common and preferred stock. 
The second and third mortgage bondholders 
will get even less return. 


RAILROADS HAVE NO BLACKLISTS. 


Ex-Strikers Can Get Employment by 
Bringing References. 
Managers of Chicago roads say there is 
no truth in the report they have a black- 
list of employés who went out in the Amer- 
ican Railway Union strike of 1894. The of- 
ficials deny that the men who struck cannot 
secure employment now on any road. An 
alleged blacklist of the Illinois Centra! is 

pronounced a forgery. 

General Managers of other Chicago roads 
say there is no such thing as a blacklist 
of ex-strikers. Any good man who went out 
during the strike in 1894 can get a position, 
provided he was not a leader or active in 
burning property or derailing trains. 

Employés leaving the service of a road are 
given a clearance which sets forth the rea- 
sons for their leaving. All those who were 
not guilty of overt acts during the strike 
were given clearances. Those not having 
such papers are not employed. 


Rock Island Bridge Gone, 


Part of the government bridge across the 
Mississippi River at Rock Island was car- 
ried away by floating ice yesterday. The 
Rock Island road, which uses this bridge be- 
tween Rock Island and Davenport, is put to 
temporary inconvenience by the mishap. 
The road will find an outlet, however, for its 
trains by crossing the river at Burlington 
and at Clinton, Ia., and there will be no in- 
terruption to the traffic except a slight delay 
pending the reconstruction of the bridge. 
As only the false or temporary bridge work 
was swept away, Vice-President Truesdale 
thinks repairs can be made in two days to 
allow trains to pass over the bridge again.

BTRONG CIRCULAR LETTER ON THE 
“CHILD PROBLEM.” 


Philanthropic Women of Chicage,Set 
Forth Pertinent Facts Regarding 
Working, Pauper, Neglected, and 
Delinquent Childrer—Manner in 
Which Their Condition May Be Bet- 
tered Shown—Conference Soon to 
Be Held to Map Out Proper Course. 

Chicago women philanthropists have is- 
sued to the women’s clubs throughout the 

State a comprehensive communication on the 

** Child Problem.” This important question 
was originally espoused by the reform de- 
partment of the Woman’s ¢lub, and further 
considered at a preliminary conference of 
representatives of various women’s organi- 
gations in the city one month ago. At that 
time it was decided to call a public meeting 
at an early date. This latter has been sent 
out for a double purpose: To secure the 
cotperation of Chicago club women in the 
forthcoming meeting and to arouse interest 

@mong women’s clubs over the State,

Conditions which exist throughout the 
Btate are presented in the letter under four 
heads: Working children, pauper children, 
neglected and truant children, delinquent 
children. 
Working Children. 


As to the working children, it is declared 
there are 8,624 children under 16 years of 
gage at work in the factories and workshops 
of the State, wnich does not include children 
$n stores; that their hours of labor are un- 
Yimited; that hundreds of them work all 
night in the glassworks, the nail mills, and 
Jaundries, often in cramped positions and 
swith unguarded machinery. The letter says: 

‘It is not generally known that little boys 
go out at 3 o'clock in the morning to await 
the issue of the first edition; or that little 
girls run foot-power sewing machines all 
night in the sweat-shops of Chicago. 

‘“‘ When these things become widely known 
it will be possible to obtain legislation which 
will furn the 1,307 or more young children 
who are now known to be toiling in the 
sweat-shops out of them and into schooi. 
But at present our factory law is so insuffi- 
cient the number of little girls in these shops 
actually increased by 520 during 1895. 

‘*‘In the Stock-Yards of Chicago there are 
240 children, some of whom act as butchers, 
while others carry on equally revolting occu- 
pations in heated rooms with an atmosphere 
BO wet the lads wear tarpaulins, like young 
sailors, and strangers can endure the op- 
pressiveness of it but a few minutes without 
mausea.” 

Pauper Children. 

Pauper children are discussed under the 

eads of normal children and feeble-minded 

hildren. 

“The whole history and statistics of pau- 

rism have been proved beyond question,” 
t continues, “‘ that an ordinary child, reared 

in a poorhouse, will almost inevitably grow 
up to be an adult pauper and the parent of 
paupers. The influences are such no indus- 
trial training is possible, the habit of being 
dependent is fixed, and the shame of pauper- 
ism is unknown. In some poorhouses of this 
State three generations of one family may be 
found. A law similar to that of Massachu- 
setts and other States forbidding the reten- 
tion of children between the ages of Zand 16 
in any poorhouse in the State has been de- 
feated in the last two Legislatures. 

**In many county almshouses will be found 
feebleminded or epileptic children, suscepti- 
ble of improvement under proper care. All 
Buch children, but most urgently the girls, 
should be placed permanently under the cus- 
todial care of the State. Unprincipled em- 
ployés often take advantage of their weak- 
ness and igonrance, and as a result children 
are born who inherit only mental imbecility 
and moral obliquity.’’ 

The neglected children, which make up the 
third class, are certain to drift into criminal- 
ity. The delinquent children of the fourth 
class are those whose representatives find 
their way to the bridewell. . 

Recommendations Made. 

The peroration following this presentation 

of facts*tells clubs and individuals whut can 
done to alleviate matters. The women 
recommend: ‘ 

“1. By committees or personally investi- 
wate the condition of the working children 
fn your vicinity; report the evils you find to 
the State Factory Inspector and the school 
authorities. Study the present laws regard- 
ing child labor, both in this and other coun- 
tries, and compare those that have been 
a by more progressive States with our 

n. 

“2. Visit your country poorhouse and see 
af normal or feeble-minded children or in- 
Bane are there; use your influence to have 
the healthy children placed in private 
families or industrial schools, and see that 
application is made to State School for 
Feeble-Minded at Lincoln on behalf of feeble- 
minded children. 

**3. Use all your infinence with the mem- 
bers of the Legislature from your district 
to pledge them to work for laws forbidding 
the retention of children in the poorhouses 
of the State, and providing for the placing 
out of dependent children; for a good school 
law that shall protect the children from the 
neglect, indifference, and greed of unnatural 
parents. 

“4. Communicate with your police officer 
or Sheriff: have him notify you of arrests 
of children or young girls: visit them at 
once and investigate the conditions which 
have led up to their offense and try to bring 
them under the right influences for the 
future.” 

The date for the Chicago conference has 
Mot as yet been named but will be as soon 
as this letter carries its information to the 
interested clubs and they have decided what 
part they will play in the movement.

KEPT ALIVE BY CHARITY. 


DESTITUTE POLES CANNOT GET TO 
Fe THEIR HUSBANDS. 


Three Women and Five Children Start 
from Buffalo with No Means and 
Attempt to Reach Seattle, Wash.— 
Go as Far as St. Paul, but Are Re- 
turned to Chicago—Live on Hread 
and Crackers for Three Days in the 
Wisconsin Central Railway Station 

It was such a small baby and altoxether 
so disreputable looking passengers in the 

Wisconsin Central Station stopped a mo- 

ment at the risk of missing their trains 

yesterday to look atit. The baby lay alone 
on .an iron bench in the emigrant’s room. 

Its mother, who was almost as dirty and

MAY VITIATE THE LEVY. 


LAWYER ASSERTS SCHOOL APPKO- 
PRIATION AS MADE IS VOID. 


Declares the Amount Granted by the 
Council for Educational Purposes 
Is Over the 2 Per Cent Fixed by 
Statute—Might Affect the Entire Or- 
dinance—Citizens Could Refuse te 
Pay the Tax, Attorneys Hold—Pos- 
sible Remedies Cited. 

“The action of the City Council, so far as 
it relates to the appropriations for public 
schools, is probably null and void, and unless 
it is recalled in time may vitiate the entire 
levy, not only for school purposes, but for 
municipal purposes as well,” said a lawyer 
yesterday. 

“The reason is, though the entire mount 
appropriated is less than the entire amount 
asked for by the Board of Education, the 
portion. appropriated for * educational ’ pur- 
poses, as distinguished from ° building pur- 
poses,’ is in excess of the 2 per cent of the 
last assessment, to which it is limited by 
law. The law relating to this point is Sec. 
1 of Art. 8 of the school laws, which is as 
follows: 

‘‘* Por the purpose of establishing and 
supporting free schools, for not less than five 
nor more than nine months in each year, 
and defraying all the expenses of the same 
of every description; for the purpose of re- 
pairing and improving school houses, of pro- 
curing furniture, fuel, libraries, and appara- 
tus, and for all other necessary incidental 
expenses in each district, village, or city, 
anything in any special charter to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, the directors of such 
district and the authorities of such village 
or city shall be authorized to levy a tax 
annually upon all the taxable property of 
the district, village, or city, not to ex- 
coed 2 per cent for educational and 3 per 
cent for building purposes (except to pay in- 
debtedness contracted previous to the pas- 
sage of this act), the valuation to be ascer- 
tained by the last assessment for State and 
county taxes.’ 


Analysis of items. 


“The total amount appropriated by the 
City Council for schools was $6,000,000, 
which is only one-half of 5 per cent on the 
last’ assessment. But of this sum $1,000,000 
. Was expressly appropriated for ‘ buildings 
and grounds,’ and $5,0C),v00 for ‘ salaries of 
superintendents, teachers, janitors, and sup- 
plies.’ These two divisions, though some- 
what informally expressed, it is held, are 
evidently intended to answer to the two 
divisions which the statute calls ‘ building 
purposes’ and ‘educational purposes.’ 
‘Building and grounds’ is evidently the 
parallel of ‘ building purposes,’ and there- 
fore the other phrase, it is held, must cor- 
respond with the ‘ educational purposes ’ of 
the statute. 

“Now, the appropriation for ‘ educational 
purposes’ is limited to 2 per cent upon ‘all 
the taxable property of the city,’ the ‘ valua- 
tion to be ascertained by the last assessment 
for State and county taxes.’ The total of 
the last assessment of the city was $243,- 
476,825, 2 per cent of which would be $4,569,- 
536, or $130,464 less than the levy for this 
purpose ordered yesterday by the City Coun- 
cil 


“This error may lead to serious trouble, 
not ohly for the schools, but for the whole 
city. Wherever an erroneous levy can be 
separated from the general levy it can be 
set aside without affecting the general Icvy, 
but wherever the illegal levy is combined 
with other levies the illegality of it affects 
all the levies with which it is combined. 
Therefore it is thought the mistake may 
possibly affect only the entire schoo! tax, 
which any one may safely refuse to pay.”’ 


John 8S. Miller’s Opinion. 


John’ S. Miller, who was asked what he 
thought of the situation, called it an ugly 
one, and said a taxpayer could refuse to pay 
this excessive levy or any levy with which 
this excesive levy was combined. But he 
thought it likely it would not be combined 
with any other levy. He also said the Coun- 
cil would have abundant opportunity to cor- 
rect its error if it chose to do so. It was 
customary to pass a separate ordinance, in 
the fall. ordering the levy, and the levy 
might then be made right without respect 
to the appropriation. 

“While I am speaking on this subject I 
will just express my opininon of the $2,000,- 
000 cut,” he said. ‘1 predict the school- 
loving people of Chicago, who are nine- 
tenths of the population, will, when they 
see the havoc made in the public schools by 
it, rise up in their might and sweep it away. 
Possibly a $1,000,000 cut might have been 
made without a revolt. But the $2,000,000 
cut the people of this city will never stand.” 


.8AY THE HIGH SCHOOLS MUST GO. 


Members of Board of Education Dis- 
euss the Council’s Action. 


The School Management committee of the 
Board of Education met yesterday, but 
transacted no business of importance. The 
only interesting parts of the proceedings 
were the incidental remarks of the mem- 
bers on the $2,000,000 cut made in the school 
estimates by the City Council. 

“The City Council did exactly right,” 
said Chairman Brenan, on one occasion, 
bringing down his fist on the table to empha- 
size hisremark. . 

“We must sweep away the high schools, 
that’s all,’”’ said Mr. Halle. 

** Yes,"" echoed Mr. Cusack, who has re- 
turned from his trip to the West in search 
of his $15,000,000 bequest. “ Yes, we have 
seventeen high schools, and several of the 
largest cities in the country have only one 
each. Sweep them away.”’ 

This seemed to be the sentiment of thé 
members present. They appeared determined 
to abolish all but the primary and grammar 
schools, and cut the expenses of these even 
down tothe lowest notch. 

After the committee adjourned Mr. Brenan 
said: ‘** We have the best schools and school 
buildings in the world, and I do not believe 
for one instant the Board of Education has 
been extravagant in its expenditures. But 
if there is no money to run them with, there 
is nothing for us to do but to cut our coat 
according to the pattern, and I, for one, 
am ready to set about it cheerfully and in 
good faith. 

‘“*As to how we will retrench 80 as to save 
$2,000,000 I am not prepared at present to 
say. It will require a great deal of thought 
to do it wisely, and an off-hand opinion 
would be worth nothing if I should give one. 
We must all get together and discuss the 
subject. I do not think it a matter for the 
Retrenchment committee. The Chairmen 
of all committees ought to consult about it. 
l am not ready to say whether we should 
transfer to the Building and Grounds com- 
mittee any of the funds appropriated to edu- 
cational purposes.” 
~ The Committee on Manual Training had a 
meeting in the afternoon to see what could 
be done about opening the seven new man- 
ual training schools. - But it was found nec- 


essary to postpone the matter until the re- |

Auditor Cus- 
ter declares he has only one-half of the 
amount necessary. 

West Town Collector Steiner turned into 
the city treasury $50,000, which was placed 
to the credit of the Board of Education. 
This increased the balance on hand to 
$225,000, being one-half of the amount re- 
quired to pay the salaries in full. 

‘Some of the members of the board think 
we will have to go back to the ‘ old times’ 
this month and pay only 75 per cent of the 
salaries,’’ said Auditor Custer yesterday 
afternoon. “ After this month I do not 
expect to have any trouble of this kind. 
All the taxes should be paid by the time
